REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  CLERK 
1972 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen : 

I submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  City  Clerk's  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December,  1972. 

Vital  Statistics  covering  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  recorded 
during  the  year  1972  shows  that  the  number  of  births  has  decreased 
considerably  since  1971  and  there  is  a definite  decline  over  a per- 
iod of  five  years.  Marriages  increased  slightly  in  1972  and  over 
a period  of  five  years  have  kept  about  the  same  average.  Deaths 
have  shown  a decline  over  a period  of  five  years. 

A comparison  of  figures  is  as  follows: 


Receipts  over  the  counter  for  1972  covering  various  licenses, 
marriages,  recordings,  certified  copies  and  miscellaneous  items 
amounted  to  $12,612,95,  the  increase  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
Bazaar  and  Raffle  Licenses  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  licenses 
in  the  past  few  years,  and  are  submitted  in  comparison  with  the 
1971  figures:

There  were  1265  Uniform  Commercial  Code  (Financial  Statements), 
136  terminations  and  7 Trust  Agreements  recorded  with  the  City 
Clerk . 

The  receipts  over  the  counter  for  Dog  Licenses  amounted  to 
$6939.00  for  1115  Male  Dogs,  208  Females  and  648  Spayed  females. 
The  City  Treasurer  received  $6259.10  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
County  Treasurer  and  $697.90  fees  retained.  The  gross  amount 
also  covered  21-$10„00  kennels,  5-$25„00  kennels  and  2~$50„00 
kennels.  The  individual  dog  population,  exclusive  of  dog 
kennels  is  1994  which  is  more  than  in  1971.  A rabies  clinic 
was  held  at  the  Public  Works  Garage  in  the  month  of  April  which 
the  City  Clerk  attended  and  licensed  dogs  at  this  Clinic.  With 
the  new  Dog  Pound  now  becoming  a reality  and  with  the  work  of 
an  efficient  new  Dog  Officer,  Mr.  Benjamin  Flynn,  the  outlook 
for  the  future  in  getting  dogs  licensed  and  kept  under  the 
Leash  Law  looks  more  encouraging. 

There  were  1739  Sporting  Licenses  sold  over  the  counter  with  a 
gross  value  of  $10,020.45.  The  resident  fishing  licenses  were 
again  the  greatest  in  demand  with  786  being  issued;  210  Resident 
Hunting;  251  Resident  Sporting,  118  Resident  minor  fishing;  126 
Female  Fishing;  2 resident  minor  trapping;  1 Resident  trapping;

Gentlemen : 

I hereby  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1 972  0 

The  Police  Department  has  been  kept  busy  during  the  year  with 
accidents  which  were  due  parti cal ly  to  the  increase  of  cars;  crime 
has  been  can  the  increase  which  causes  more  arrests;  citations  have 
remained  about  the  same;  parking  tickets  have  declined,  this  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  department  has  at  times , due  to  sickness 
and  vacations,  worked  with  two  men  short  per  shift  to  reduce  the 
overtime.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  have  been  trans- 
porting our  prisoners  to  the  House  of  Correction  in  New  Bedford 
because  the  court  officer  had  left  and  the  position  wasn’t  filled. 

We  now  have  a patrol  sergeant  on  all  three  shifts,  with  the 
exception  of  two  days  on  the  midnight  shift  and  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  when  one  of  the  sergeants  have  a week  end  off  during  the 
day  shift „ 

During  the  year  four  men  came  on  the  department  and  were  paid 
by  the  Federal  Government  under  Emergency  Employment  Act.  When 
the  money  funded  by  the  government  was  depleted,  this  department 
put  these  four  men  on  our  payroll. 

At  the  present  time  the  department  is  down  six  officers  according 
to  the  city  ordinance;  we  have  45  patrolmen  and  we  are  allowed  51 
men  by  the  city  ordinance  starting  January  1,  1973. 

Money  has  been  asked  for  in  the  1973  budget  for  plans  for  a new 
Police  Station,  which  we  need  very  badly.  Our  present  station 
moved  from  County  Street  to  Wall  Street  in  1938.  At  that  time  the 
department  consisted  of  about  25  men.  We  are  still  occupying  the 
same  building  and  the  department  now  has  57  men,  two  female  clerks 
and  a building  custodian.  When  we  are  at  full  strength  our  per- 
sonnel will  amount  to  66. 

Money  has  been  asked  for  in  the  1973  budget  for  a new  worm  pump 
as  the  pump-,  we  have  now  get  blocked.  When  these  pumps  are  not 
working  propei ly,  the  toilet  facilities  cannot  be  used.  At  one 
time  during  the  year  we  were  without  facilities  for  almost  a week. 

I want  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Municipal  Council,  the  Police  Commis- 
sion, the  several  city  departments,  federal,  state  and  municipal 
law  enforcement  agencies  of  New  England,  the  Fourth  District  Court 
of  Bx  i-l,  tin'  Superior  Court  of  Bristol,  the  District  Attorney’s 
Officf  for  the-  Southern  District  and  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  for 
their  valued  assistance  rendered,  the  Police  Department;  and  with- 
out whose  assistance  our  department  could  not  effectively  function.

MICRO  FILMING  OF  RECORDS 


For  the  second  time  in  an  annual  report  the  Board  reminds  the 
addressed  of  the  need  for  duplication  of  the  records  that  are  a 
base  for  the  financial  operation  of  Attleboro.  The  fire  that 
destroyed  the  Mansfield  Town  Hall  in  1971  would  have  put  the  town 
into  bankruptcy  if  they  had  not  microfilmed  their  records.  It 
could  happen  in  Attleboro. 


EDUCATION 

Relative  to  Chapter  895  Acts  of  1971  - "All  assessors  in  the 
Commonwealth  shall  attend  educational  classes  in  local  assessment;" 
classes  were  held  at  Dedham  High  School  in  November  and  December 
and  were  attended  without  absence  by  Mr.  Hughes  and  Mr.  Coughlin, 
both  of  whom  passed  the  final  tests  given  on  December  22. 


PERSONNEL 

Upon  learning  that  he  would  not  be  re-appointed,  Mr.  Normand 
Vachon  took  private  employment.  At.  the  same  time,  Miss  Bertha 
Gobin  resigned  leaving  Mr.  Frederick  Coughlin  as  the  sole  assess 
or.  Shortly  afterward  Mr.  Amie  Dion  accepted  for  6 weeks  only 
an  appointment  of  temporary  part  time  assessor.  It  must  be  said 
at  this  time  that  Mr.  Dion  took  a rabid  interest  in  the  office 
and  was  a tremendous  help  in  the  day  by  day  work  in  the  office 
and  some  field  work. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  continued: 

PERSONNEL  continued : 


In  June  Mr.  Hughes  was  recalled  from  the  Municipal  Personnel 
office  and  appointed  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Miss 
Gobin.  Mr.  Robert  Connelly  was  appointed  to  the  Board  in  July, 
was  duly  sworn  in  and  resigned  10  days  later  on  the  advice  of 
his  physician.  Without  a third  assessor,  a professional  app- 
raiser, Mr.  Daniel  Landry,  was  retained  on  a parcel  basis  to 
help  clean  up  the  back  log  of  work,  some  of  it  dating  back  to 
1970.  With  Mr.  Landry  and  Mr.  Hughes  doing  the  field  work  and 
Mr.  Coughlin  acting  as  Office  Manager,  a total  of  $4.7  million 
dollars  valuation  of  Real  Estate  was  added  to  the  tax  base.

REVENUE 

Revenue  from  issuing  permits  amounted  to:  $ 70.50 

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

Fire  Department  personnel  have,  as  usual, made  numerous  inspections 
throughout  the  year.  Inspections  are  made  monthly  of  all  schools, 
kindergartens,  rest  homes,  hospitals  and  nursing  homes.  Periodic 
inspections  are  also  made  of  business  establishments  and  industrial 
plants . 

The  principal  value  of  inspection  work  is  in  the  knowledge  obtained 
as  to  the  general  construction  features  of  a building,  its  means  of 
egress,  and  the  protective  features  provided.  Inspections  also 
afford  fire  department  personnel  the  opportunity  to  remedy  any  exis- 
ting fire  hazards.  Inspections  are  responsible,  in  part,  for  the 
fire  department’s  low  loss  ratio. 

All  complaints  received  were  investigated  and  where  hazards  existed, 
the  proper  authorities  were  notified  to  rectify  same. 

Fire  Prevention  Week,  as  usual,  brought  an  accelerated  program  of 
fire  prevention  in  the  schools.  Assistance  in  these  fire  prevention 
programs  was  gained  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  local  insurance 
agencies,  the  newspaper,  and  the  radio  station. 

The  Officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Department  conducted  training 
sessions  for  Fire  Brigades  of  several  of  the  cities'  industries. 

Twelve  (12)  classes  were  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital,  by  trained- 
nurses  and  maintenance  personnel  in  the  use  of  fire  extinguishers 
and  alarm  procedures.  The  same  program  was  also  conducted  at  Fuller 
Sanitarium  and  several  of  the  local  nursing  homes. 

Cooperation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  and  Wire  Inspector  have  also 
made  1972  a successful  year  from  a fire  prevention  stand  point. 

TRAINING  PROGRAM 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  industrial  groups  and  nursing 
groups,  the  File  Department  carried  on  training  programs  for  its 
own  Officers  and  Men.  Training  in  the  use  of  ladders,  in  draft- 
ing water  from  static  bodies  of  water  and  pumping  water  from  city 
water  mams. 

Weather  permitting,  outside  training  was  done  in  the  above  subjects, 
as  well  as  in  the  use  of  ice/water  boats  and  boat.  Ambulance  and 
other  personnel  attended  classes  at  Sturdy  Hospital  in  Cardio- 
pulmonary Resusitation  and  all  members  of  the  department  took  part 
in  Red  Cross  First  Aid  classes.

During  inclement  weather,  in-door  classes  were  held  on  the  use  of 
breathing  apparatus,  rescue  tools  and  drills  on  street  and  fire 
alarm  box  locations. 

During  the  year  1972,  six  (6)  Fire  Fighters  enrolled  and  completed 
a course  in  under  water  rescue,  and  scuba  diving.  These  men  form 
a nucleous  for  training  other  Fire  Fighters  in  under  water  rescue 
and  recovery  work  for  our  department,  to  render  this  particular 
service  to  the  citizens  of  Attleboro. 

The  efficiency  of  a fire  department  is  measured  by  the  efficiency 
of  its  personnel,  the  quality  and  availability  of  its  apparatus, 
and  its  fire  prevention  activities  and  most  of  all,  the  training 
of  its  personnel  in  the  use  of  equipment. 

It  is  intended  that  1973  will  be  as  productive  or  more  so  than  in 
1972  . 


AMBULANCES 

The  Rescue  Truck,  known  as  Rescue  #1,  along  with  the  International 
Ambulance,  operated  by  Fire  Department  Personnel,  answered  many 
calls  during  1972.  The  Fire  Department  and  the  City  of  Attleboro 

have  received  many  fine  compliments  on  the  work  done  by  personnel 

assigned  to  this  duty.  In  many  instances,  both  vehicles  have  been 
in  use  at  the  same  time,  necessitating  the  reduction  of  the  number 
of  men  assigned  to  fire  apparatus.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
886  calls  made  by  the  ambulance  crews,  are  in  addition  to  the 
1255  calls  answered  by  fire  apparatus.

I submit  herewith,  my  report  for  the  year  1972. 


JANE ARY 


January  had  cold,  wet  weather  with  very  little  snow,  There 
were  only  three  days  of  skating.  Inspection,  repairing  and  paint- 
ing of  playground  equipment  was  started.  The  fish  pool  in  the  Rain 
Forest  was  sanded  and  painted.  An  overflow  drain  was  installed. 
Vandalism  continued  and  thieves  stole  the  power  saws  and  all  the 
tools.  Trees  were  trimmed  along  the  roads  and  in  the  Park. 

FEBRUARY 

February  started  clean  and  cold,  but  we  soon  had  snow,  freezing 
rain,  and  high  winds.  There  were  nine  (9)  days  of  skating  in 
February,  which  made  a total  of  only  twelve  (12)  days  of  skating 
for  the  year. 

£ Maintenance  on  playground  equipment  continued  and  cold  frames 

repaired.  The  trees  along  Vilray  Walk  were  trimmed.  An  alarm 
system  was  installed  in  the  Monkey  House  and  Work  Shop  area,  and 
proved  itself  valuable,  when  three  nights  later  three  boys  were 
caught  stealing  saws,  tools,  and  motors  from  the  Workshop. 

MARCH 


March  started  with  snow  and  rain  and  cold  raw  weather.  In 
spirit  of  the  rainy  days,  the  Common,  Angell  Park,  Simmon’s 
Bridge  and  all  the  memorials  were  cleaned.  The  ducks  and  geese 
were  put  back  in  the  pond.  The  playground  equipment  was  put  up, 
the  roses  uncovered  and  hoed. 


APRIL 

A new  drain  line  was  installed  in  the  Wolfenden  Fountain  and 
connected  to  the  drain  line  on  County  Street. 

All  the  lawn  and  grass  areas  in  the  Park  were  swept  and  cleaned. 
The  roses  and  flower  beds  were  spaded  and  dressed  and  pansies 
were  set  out.

MAY  - 

Because  of  the  wet  weather  in  April,  lawn  feeding  was  done 
the  first,  two  weeks  in  May.  The  rose  garden  was  weeded.  The 
rock  garden  was  planted  and  sixty  pigmy  barberry  bushes  planted 
around  the  Wolfenden  Fountain.  The  grass  mowing  started,  and  an 
area  in  front  of  the  Rain  Forest  was  graded  and  seeded.  New 
drinking  fountains  were  installed  in  the  Siddall  Memorial. 

JUNE 

Flower  Beds  were  planted  and  new  plants  set  out  in  the 
Rock  Garden.  Mowing,  weeding  and  cleaning  continued.  Pot 
holes  in  the  roads  were  patched.  All  roads  need  sealing  be- 
fore they  deteriorate  more.  Hay  was  cut  and  we  were  fortunate 
to  rake  and  bail  it,  because  of  the  wet  weather. 

JULY 

The  Music  Shell  was  prepared  for  the  first  band  concert.  Fourth 
of  July  saw  a beautiful  day,  with  a children's  field  day,  band 
concert  and  fireworks  at  night.  From  the  rubbish  collected  the 
next  day.  it  seemed  like  all  of  New  England  must  have  been  at  Cap- 
ron  Park  on  the  fourth. 

Six  boys  from  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corp  (sponsored  by  the 
Federal  Government)  came  to  the  Park  for  eight  weeks  of  summer  4 

employment . 

With  vacations  reducing  manpower,  these  boys  really  did  a fine 
job.  Rain  made  mowing  and  weeding  a must  everyday.  Vandalism 
continues , with  the  worst  offense  being,  driving  the  hoofed  animals 
out  of  their  yard  into  the  Park  grounds.  It  took  until  8:30  A.M. 
the  following  morning  to  recapture  them. 

AUGUST 

All  the  foot  paths  in  the  Park  were  edged  and  new  stone  dust 
put  on.  Vilray  Drive  was  brought  up  to  grade  and  topped  with 
new  stone  dust.  Mowing  and  weeding  continues.  With  all  the  wet 
weather  the  roses  must  be  sprayed  every  week  for  disease  and  wilt. 

Two  concerts  were  held  in  the  old  Band  Stand.  Attendance  was  good 
on  the  first  one,  but  fell  off  on  the  second. 

SEPTEMBER 

The  grass  in  the  woods  was  removed  (the  first  time  this  year 
because  of  all  the  water).  High  winds  on  the  3rd  of  September 
blew  down  one  tree  and  broke  many  limbs. 

The  memorials  were  given  a top  dressing  of  wood  chips.  The 
lawns  were  given  their  fall  feeding.  The  ball  field  was  swept.  ^

The  old  yews  were  dug  up  from  the  Honor  Roll  and  60  new  ones 
were  planted.  The  Park  Department  provided  the  labor.  Veterans 
Council  provided  the  money.  The  Highway  Department  repaired  the 
flagstone  walk  and  the  Forestry  Department  trimmed  the  trees. 

The  results  showed  what  can  be  accomplished  by  Departments  work- 
ing  together.  The  roses  were  hilled,  cut  back  and  sprayed. 

DECEMBER 

We  are  now  prepared  for  Winter.  All  the  playground  equipment 
has  been  brought  in  and  the  roses  covered  with  marsh  hay.  The 
geese  and  ducks  are  off  the  pond.  With  the  cooperation  of  Knobby- 
Crafters  and  the  R.H.  Simmon’s  Co.  a new  dam  and  bridge  was  in- 
stalled at  B lack! n ton’s  Pond.  The  summer  equipment  has  been 
winterized  and  stored  for  the  winter. 

We  plowed  the  first  snow  on  December  16.  On  December  26  and 
27th  vandals  broke  11  windows  and  tore  down  the  roof  of  the 
Peacock  Yard .

I would  like  to  thank  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  their  patience  and  understanding  as  I adjust  to  this  new 
position.  A special  thanks  to  ’'Bill”  Sharkey  for  recommending 
me  for  the  job,  and  for  the  help  and  advise  that  he  has  given 
me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER 
1972 


To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  financial  activities 
of  the  City  Treasurer  and  staff  for  the  year  1972, 

In  order  to  meet  the  cost  of  payrolls  and  bill  warrants,  it 
was  necessary  to  borrow  in  Anticipation  of  Tax  Revenue  in  the 
amount  of  $6,300,000  at  a cost  of  $89,598,01.  The  discount 
rates  were  much  lower  than  they  were  in  1971.  The  highest 
rate  being  2.82%  and  the  lowest  being  2.23%. 

Since  the  flow  of  cash  was  not  as  expected  in  November  and 
the  early  part  of  December,  three  anticipation  notes  in  the 
total  amount  of  $2,600,000  had  to  be  renewed  at  a total  cost  of 
$5,156.51. 

Interest  earned  on  investments  this  year  amounted  to 
$458,951.37.  The  interest  rates  this  year  are  much  higher 
than  last  year. 

On  December  12,1972,  the  City  Treasurer  received  the  first 
payment  of  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  monies  in  the  amount  of 
$219,652.00  covering  the  period  from  January  1,1972  thru  June 
30,1972.  This  was  deposited  on  December  12,1972  with  the  First 
Bristol  County  National  Bank  in  account  #780-619  called  the  City 
of  Attleboro  Revenue  Sharing  Account.

Playgrounds  operated  by  the  Attleboro  Recreation  Commission 
officially  commenced  their  summer  program  on  June  26th.  A com- 
prehensive recreational  program  was  offered  so  that  the  needs 
of  the  widest  scope  of  citizens  would  be  set.  Children’s  activi- 
ties at  the  various  playgrounds  included  baseball,  softball, 
swimming  competition,  volleyball,  basketball,  archery,  tennis  and 
assorted  games.  Special  cultural  shows  were  held  weekly.  Motion 
picture  entertainment  was  offered  in  the  evenings.  Children’s 
bike  rodeos,  treasure  hunts,  etc.  were  held  on  a weekly  basis. 

The  Department's  list  of  "annuals”  grew  and  continued  to  be 
popular.  The  three  annual  tennis  tournaments  (men’s  singles, 
men's  doubles  and  women’s  doubles)  were  held  in  July  and  August. 
Three  summer  track  meets,  with  competition  from  in  and  out  of  the 
State  were  held.  Old  timers  night  was  held  in  mid-August  at  the 
Attleboro  High  School  Track.  The  annual  bike  race  found  158  con- 
testants registered  and  many  more  enjoying  the  race  as  spectators. 
The  annual  softball  game  pitting  the  Recreation  Department  against 
the  Mayor  and  the  Council  was  held  with  the  predictable  results. 

A new  "annual"  was  inaugurated  with  the  inception  of  a horseshoe 
tournament.  The  response  was  overwhelming  and  many  participants 
have  volunteered  to  build  official  "pits”  for  next  year’s  event. 

Several  field  trips  were  taken  during  the  summer.  A trip  to 
Fenway  Park  for  "Mayor’s  Day"  found  several  hundred  youngsters 
enjoying  a Red  Sox  baseball  game.  A bus  load  of  boys  and  girls 
enjoyed  a day  at  the  Forest  Hills  Tennis  Matches.  Over  700 
children  closed  the  summer  season  with  a trip  to  Lincoln  Park. 


During  the  summer  the  Recreation  Department  engaged  in  several 
new  expansion  projects.  Without  cost  to  the  City  and  through  the 
generosity  of  the  Attleboro  Foundation.  Lights  were  erected  at 
the  Finberg  Tennis  Courts  for  evening  tennis.  New  tennis  courts 
were  constructed  in  South  Attleboro  (four)  and  in  Dodgeville  at 
the  Tilda  Stone  Playground  (two).  A new  softball  field  was  con- 
structed in  Hebronville  and  a fence  was  erected  on  a little 
league  diamond  at  Finberg  Field.  The  baseball  stands  at  Hayward 
Field  were  repaired  and  revitalized.  Land  was  cleared  and 
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filled  on  the  corner  of  Newport  and  Cumberland  Avenues  for  the 
building  of  a new  neighborhood  apparatus  playground „ To  serve 
the  people  of  the  Lonicut  area,  the  Father  Sullivan  Field  was 
staffed  by  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  summer  months. 

The  Recreation  Department  also  benefited  from  several  state  and 
federal  programs.  A total  of  nine  youths  worked  for  the  Recrea- 
tion Department  under  the  auspices  of  the  Neighborhood  Corps.  This 
was  at  no  cost  to  the  City.  A full  time  laborer  was  employed  in 
the  Recreation  Department  for  six  months  under  the  Emergency 
Employment  Act.  This  also  was  without  cost  to  the  City.  A new 
facet  of  the  Summer  Program  that  the  Department  was  particu- 
larly  proud  of  was  a special  program  for  physically  handicapped 
children.  This  was  held  daily  at  Capron  Park.  Children  were 
picked  up  in  the  morning  at  their  homes  (thanks  to  the  School 
Department  for  the  use  of  a mini  bus  during  the  summer  months) 
by  one  of  two  special  staff  members  employed  specifically  for 
this  purpose.  The  entire  program  was  reimbursed  by  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Education  and  the  City  received  the  amount  of 
$ 2,550.01. 

On  the  following  two  pages  appears  the  actual  calendar  days  for 
the  months  of  July  and  August  of  1972. 
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Report  on  the  Winter  Program 

During  the  fall  months,  the  Recreation  Commission  conducted  a 
floor  hockey  league  in  the  Recreation  Center  and  Brennan  Middle 
School.  The  league  had  approximately  250  boys  enrolled  and  compe- 
tition was  held  twice  weekly  from  late  September  to  December. 

Outdoor  facilities  were  utilized  by  organized  groups  such  as  Pre- 
teen,  White  Hawk,  and  Junior  All-American  Football  Leagues.  Bis- 
hop Feehan  School  used  Hayward  Field  for  home  games  and  the  same 
facility  was  used  by  adult  tag  football  leagues  on  Sunday  mornings. 

The  Recreation  Center  operates  from  3:00  P.M.  to  9:30  P.M. 

Monday  through  Friday  from  November  through  April.  On  week  ends 
and  school  vacations  the  Center  is  opened  from  10:00  A.M.  to 
9:30  P.M.  During  the  day  the  building  is  used  by  Richardson 
School  (physical  education,  art,  music  and  special  education  classes) 
and  the  Police  Department  (training  and  recreation). 


Activities  are  provided  for  all  age  groups, 
exist  for  junior,  senior  and  adult  basketball. 


Competitive  leagues 
A men's  volleyball 


league  is  now  in  its  second  year.  Flag  football,  whiffle  baseball, 
badminton,  indoor  soccer  and  hockey,  wrestling,  weight  lifting, 
ping-pong,  pool  and  various  children’s  games  are  offered.  Adults 
may  enjoy  supervised  pistol  shooting,  archery  competition,  indoor 
golf  range  and  weight  lifting.  Rooms  for  groups  and  meetings*  are 
available.  The  Recreation  Center  is  used  nightly  by  civic  groups, 
church  groups,  basketball  leagues  and  scout  organizations. 

Winter  Recreational  areas  at  various  geographical  areas  in  the 
City  are  provided  for  by  the  Recreation  Commission.  With  the  co- 
operation of  the  School  Department,  four  gyms  are  operated  by  the 
Recreation  Commission.  Supervision  is  provided  at  Studley  Elemen- 
tary, Finberg  Elementary,  Lincoln  Elementary  and  South  Middle 
School.  The  Lincoln  and  Studley  Schools  are  used  by  the  South 
Attleboro  Recreation  Basketball  League.  This  group  is  supervised 
by  adults  who  donate  their  time  and  interest.  One  league  operates 
for  boys  ten  to  thirteen  and  another  league  operates  for  those  boys 
between  ages  14-16.

Rcpor  t of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued  : 

Recommendations 

Listed  in  the  1971  Annual  Report  were  twelve  major  recommenda- 
tions for  the  following  year  of  1972.  A break  down  of  those  re- 
commendations and  the  outcome  of  each  are  as  follows: 

Recommendation  number  1 - For  a full  time,  year  round  laborer  accom- 
plished through  EEA  funds. 

Recommendation  number  2 For  a program  for  physically  handicapped 
children  - accomplished  with  the  City  being  reimbursed  $ 2,550.01 
by  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Education. 

Recommendation  number  3 For  a superviser  for  the  Willett  School 
area  - not  accomplished. 

Recommendation  number  4 - For  a supervisor  for  the  Lonicut  area 
accomplished  with  the  permission  of  Holy  Ghost  Church  for  use  of 
Father  Sullivan  Field. 

Recommendation  number  5 - For  tennis  courts  and  handball  courts  to 
be  constructed  at  Dodgeville  Playground  --  partially  accomplished 
with  the  building  of  two  tennis  courts  at  Dodgeville. 

Recommendation  number  6 - For  the  repair  and  reconstruction  of 
Hayward  Field  Baseball  grand  stands  - accomplished  through  funds 
in  the  Hayward  Sweet  Trust. 

Recommendation  number  7 - For  construction  of  a regulation  softball 
field  at  Hebronville  - accomplished  (however,  further  development 
is  necessary  to  have  a top  grade  facility). 

Recommendation  number  8 --  For  a new  ball  field  to  be  constructed 
on  cleared  land  at  Dodgeville  - not  accomplished. 

Recommendation  number  9 - For  the  erection  of  a new  chain  link 
fence  at  Finberg  Little  League  Field  - accomplished. 

Recommendation  number  10  - For  surfacing  of  the  parking  lot  at 
Finberg  Field  - not  accomplished. 

Recommendation  number  11  - For  four  (4)  tennis  courts  to  be  built 
in  South  Attleboro  at  the  Middle  School  - accomplished. 

Recommendation  number  12  - For  construction  of  an  apparatus  play- 
ground  at  the  South  Street  Veteran’s  Housing  Project  - not  accom- 
plished . 
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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued: 

Having  accomplished  nine  of  the  twelve  recommendations  of  1971 
for  a 75%  average,  it  is  with  confidence  that  the  following  recommen- 
dations for  1973  are  made. 

Recommendation  for  1973 


It  is  recommended  that  the  recently  cleared  land  on  the  corner  of 
Newport  and  Cumberland  Avenues  be  utilized  as  a neighborhood  appara- 
tus playground.  The  South  Attleboro  section  of  the  city  still 
suffers  from  a lack  of  facilities  and  this  new  playground  would  serve 
an  area  that  has  had  recent  construction  of  new  homes  with  young 
families „ 

It  is  recommended  that  lights  be  erected  at  the  Hebronville  Field. 
These  lights  would  allow  maximum  use  of  the  official  softball  field 
constructed  there  last  year.  The  lights  could  also  be  used  for 
little  league  baseball  and  youth  football  leagues. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  football  stands  at  Hayward  Field  be  re- 
paired or  replaced.  They  are  hazardous  to  spectators  and  if  the 
facility  is  going  to  get  the  continued  use  that  it  has,  this  situa- 
tion should  be  rectified. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  road  and  parking  lot  be  resurfaced  at 
Hayward  Field.  With  the  recent  construction  of  the  State  Pool 
at  this  site,  the  road  will  be  constantly  used  as  will  the  park- 
ing area. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  athletic  fields  at  Hayward  Field  be 

brought  up  to  par  with  the  new  surrounding  State  Pool  area.  The 

football  field  in  particular  constantly  suffers  from  great  use 
and  little  funds  to  keep  in  proper  condition. 

It  is  recommended  that  a bus  be  acquired  for  the  Recreation  Dept. 

This  would  enable  the  department  to  bring  groups  of  children  on 
field  trips  without  having  to  appropriate  $1,000.00  yearly  for 
transportation.  Hopefully,  this  vehicle  could  be  acquired  by  the 
Civil  Defense  from  government  surplus  stockpiles. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  area  adjacent  to  railroad  tracks  off 

of  Pike  Avenue,  (known  as  Bear  Swamp)  be  developed  as  a recrea- 

tional facility.  It  is  hoped  that  local  boy  scout  troops  would 
develop  this  land  as  troop  projects. 

It  is  recommended  that  four  tennis  courts  be  constructed  at  Hay- 
ward Field  in  the  area  near  North  Avenue.  These  courts  would 
compliment  the  new  pool  and  offer  the  people  of  this  part  of  the 
city  a facility  they  have  been  lacking.

Following  the  regular  monthly  November  meeting,  a joint  meeting 
of  the  Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  and  the 
Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  was  held  on  November  1st,  1972.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 

This,  our  Seventh  Annual  Report,  together  with  that  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  our  Executive  Director,  serves  once  again  to  bring  to 
the  fore  the  very  constant  nature  of  our  activities  in  the  further- 
ance and  enhancement  of  our  community's  economic  health. 

Operating  as  we  do  with  a one  man  salaried  staff,  with  only  part- 
time  clerical  help,  the  finished  results  are  a most  complimentary 
testimonial  to  the  efficiency  of  our  methods  and  procedures.  Support- 
ing details  with  regard  to  this  will  be  given  in  the  report  of  our 
Executive  Director. 

In  my  report  a year  ago,  upon  the  occasion  of  our  Sixth  Anniver- 
sary, I mentioned  several  favorable  economic  factors  as  applying 
to  our  particular  area.  Among  these  items  were  declining  unemploy- 
ment rates;  steady  volume  of  building  construction,  both  home  and 
industrial;  brisk  automobile  sales;  and  steadily  increasing  bank 
deposits . 

There  would  appear  to  be  no  reason  to  express  any  less  favorable 
optimism  at  this  time.  Published  reports  of  condition  of  area 
banks  continue  to  show  upward  trends  inr  deposit  figures  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  slackening  in  the  construction  field.  A glance  at 
page  two  of  the  local  press  media  shows  almost  complete  occurance 
by  block  or  display  advertising,  substantially  all  of  which  is  by 
employees  seeking  help;  this  in  addition  to  the  several  columns 
of  classified  "Help  Wanted"  ads  elsewhere  in  the  editions.

The  membership  of  both  of  our  Commissions  recognizes  these  factors, 
and  plans  are  now  well  underway  to  provide  readily  available  build- 
ing sites  in  our  County  Street  Industrial  Park.  Inquiries  from 
prospective  occupants  are  constantly  being  received,  evaluated  and 
discussed,  with  several  now  in  the  active  category. 

All  in  all,  I feel  prompted  to  again  express  confidence  and  faith 
in  the  soundness  of  our  industrial  base  and  to  view  with  some  degree 
of  optimism  the  months  ahead. 

In  closing,  I should  like  to  convey  my  sincere  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation to  all  the  members  of  our  two  Commissions,  to  our  clerical 
assistant,  Miss  Joan  Corrigan,  our  engineers  James  and  John  Freeman, 
the  several  Attorneys  who  have  been  involved  in  our  work,  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Macomber,  and  all  City  Departments  with  which  we  have  had 
dealing  in  the  past  year.

Gentlemen : 

It  is  my  priviledge  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  report 
as  Executive  Director  of  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority, 
covering  the  period  from  November  3,  1971  to  November  1,  1972. 

During  this  report  period,  12  regular  monthly  meetings  and  1 
recessed  meeting  were  held. 

In  July,  Mr.  Frederick  Torngren  was  appointed  to  our  member- 
ship, filling  a vacancy  created  by  resignation.  His  presence 
and  participation  in  our  activities  are  greatly  appreciated. 

In  November,  1971,  the  annual  audit  of  the  Authority’s  accounts 
was  conducted  by  the  State  Auditor's  office.  The  1972  audit  was 
recently  completed  on  October  20th. 

On  August  1st,  notice  was  received  of  a petition  to  vacate  a 
judgement  of  the  Superior  Court  in  an  assessment  of  land  value. 

On  September  26  the  petition  was  granted  and  now  it  appears  that 
the  matter  will  be  heard  in  January  of  1973.

This  includes  the  area  for  a new  street  (Extension  St.)  for  which 
subdivision  approval  is  pending  before  the  Planning  Board. 

It  does  not  include  the  area  in  a proposal  due  to  be  executed  at  the 
November  1,  1972  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority's  Annual  Meeting. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Easton  Co.  Plant  on  Franklin  R.  McKay  Road 
was  enlarged  by  a 2,500  square  foot  addition;  the  Malco  Company  Plant 
on  Frank  Mossberg  Drive  was  enlarged  by  a 14,000  square  foot  addition; 

At  the  time  of  our  last  Annual  Report  11/3/71  construction  had  just  fe 

started  on  Franklin  R.  McKay  Road,  for  a new  6,000  square  foot  plant 

for  the  Carey  Company.  This  building  was  completed  in  the  spring  of 

1972  and  is  now  occupied  by  said  Carey  Company.  Another  new,  6,000 

square  foot  building  was  erected  on  Franklin  R,  McKay  Road  by  Arco 

Holding  Trust,  and  is  occupied  by  the  Ipsco  Company. 

Currently,  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  several  of  the  build- 
ing sites  to  be  created  by  the  new  street.  In  one  of  these  instances, 
it  is  expected  that  negotiations  will  be  concluded  and  a purchase 
and  sale  agreement  will  be  executed  at  the  November  1st  Annual  Meet- 
ing , 

Extensive  engineering  studies  have  been  conducted,  and  are  still 
in  progress,  to  develop  several  alternatives  in  site  development  and 
street  patterns  for  the  remaining  acreage  (81.66)  in  the  Attleboro 
Industrial  Park.  Discussions  and  preliminary  negotiations  are  in 
progress  pertaining  to  a possible  adjustment  of  boundary  lines  if 
the  engineering  studies  indicate  this  to  be  the  most  practical  and 
prudent  course  to  pursue . 

The  Annual  Financial  Report,  prepared  by  your  Treasurer,  Stanley 
M.  Gower,  Jr.,  will  show  that  with  all  bills  paid,  we  have  maintained 
our  favorable  cash  position. 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  new  street  con-  ^ 

struction  recently  authorized  will  be  paid  for  from  these  accumula- 
ted funds.  We  expect  to  be  inviting  bids  for  this  project  within 
a few  days;  and,  if  acceptable  proposals  are  received,  to  proceed 
with  construction  immediately.  Engineering  estimates  predict  a cost 
in  excess  of  $30,000.00. 
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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Development  & Industrial  Commission 
and  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  continued: 

As  of  this  report,  we  have  Purchase  and  Sale  Agreements  in 
force  in  the  amount  of  $18,519.68.  The  term  of  these  agreements 
runs  to  December  27,  1972. 

During  the  report  period,  we  received,  from  the  sale  of  land  - 
$7,487.52  . 

During  the  report  period  we  executed  a Purchase  and  Sale  Agree- 
ment, and  subsequently  a deed  for  Lot  9B , New  Plat  148.  Awaiting 
action  at  the  November  1st  Annual  Meeting  is  the  execution  of  a 
Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement  for  Lot  5A , New  Plat  147,  with  a deed 
to  be  issued  in  the  near  future. 

Based  on  reasonable  estimates,  the  expansions  and  new  buildings 
this  year  have  an  estimated  tax  valuation  of  $158,500.00,  and  pro- 
jected tax  revenue  of  $9,351.50.  Added  to  the  accumulated  totals 
of  previous  years,  the  estimated  tax  valuation  of  the  County  Street 
Industrial  area  amounts  to  $3,086,570.00. 

A related  activity,  conducted  by  your  companion  agency  , The 
Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  has  resulted 
in  the  development  of  the  Northwest  Industrial  Park,  and  the 
Commission  continues  to  exercise  general  supervision  of  property 
rights  in  this  Northwest  Park.  This  activity  has  created  an 
accumulated  Tax  valuation  of  $781,430.00. 

The  combined  valuation  of  these  two  activities  amounts  to 
$3,868,000.00,  with  an  estimated  Tax  Revenue  of  $228,212.00. 

The  foregoing  figures  reveal  a tax  benefit,  on  the  local  Tax 
Rate,  of  approximately  $1.35. 

Our  efforts  are  directed  toward  developing  planned  sites  and 
facilities  for  industrial  and  economic  opportunites  which  will 
help  to  maintain  Attleboro's  present  favorable  economic  position, 
and  combine  stability  with  healthy  growth,  thus  assuring  a con- 
tinued future  favorable  economic  climate  in  Attleboro. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  received  from  all  City 
Departments  and  Agencies,  with  special  thanks  to  Mayor  Raymond 
L.  Macomber  and  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council. 

Our  contracts  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  and  Develop- 
ment have  been  helpful  and  constructive,  and  we  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  extend  our  thanks  for  their  assistance. 

I'm  sure  we  all  welcome  another  Annual  Meeting  as  the  opportunity 
to  express  our  sense  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our  valued  co- 
workers  --  Miss  -Joan  Corrigan,  our  Clerical  Aide  and  Recorder; 

James  Freeman  our  Consulting  Engineer;  and  John  Freeman,  our 
Supervising  Engineer.  Each  of  them  are  warmly  appreciated  for  their 
technical  competence  and  constant  cooperation.

1972

Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen : 

The  Veterans  Rehabilitation  and  Re-employment  Center  constantly 
strives  to  increase  its  assistance  to  the  Veteran  and  his  family. 

Records  of  several  hundred  Attleboro  men  and  women  who  have 
served  in  the  Armed  Forces  are  on  file  in  this  office  and  are  avail- 
able to  them  whenever  required  to  apply  for  various  benefits.  Upon 
discharge,  the  Veteran  reports  to  this  office  and  his  separation 
papers  are  photostated  and  recorded  and  he  is  advised  of  the  benefits 
available  to  him. 

A supply  of  over  fifty  different  Veterans  Administration  Forms 
are  available  in  this  department  including  applications  for  pensions 
for  the  Veteran,  his  widow  or  his  children  or  his  dependent  parents; 
change  of  address  forms  applications  for  disability  compensation; 
aid  and  attendance;  applications  for  loan  eligibility;  applications 
for  program  of  education;  applications  for  replacement  of  lost  papers; 
application  for  grave  markers;  insurance  forms  of  various  nature,  etc. 
Assistance  in  filling  out  and  filing  these  forms  is  given  to  the 
Veteran  or  to  his  widow  or  dependent  parents.

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Report  of  the  Servicemen's  Rehabilitation  arid  Reemployment  Center 
continued : 

This  office  secured  the  military  addresses  of  approximately  two 
hundred  local  men  and  women  now  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces.  Checks 
were  made  out,  letters  written  by  the  local  children  were  obtained, 
envelopes  addressed  and  mailed  out  to  the  local  servicemen  under  the 
Attleboro  Boys  in  Service  Fund. 

Help  in  filling  out  and  filing  the  application  for  the  Massachusetts 
Bonus  is  given  to  the  returning  Veteran.  Many  inquiries  regarding  the 
Bonus  are  received  from  the  Veterans. 

Many  returning  Veterans  are  given  assistance  in  securing  On-the-Job 
Training  benefits  for  those  working  in  various  business  establish- 
ments in  the  area. 

The  Director  has  transported  many  Veterans  to  the  V A Regional  Office 
in  Providence  and  to  the  various  V A Hospitals  such  as  Davis-Park, 
Brockton,  Chelsea,  etc.  Assistance  is  also  given  in  transporting  widows 
of  Veterans  to  the  V A Regional  Office  to  apply  for  pensions  and  to 
have  their  insurance  benefits  straightened  out. 

The  Service  Center  appreciates  the  co-operation  of  the  Selective 
Service  Board,  the  executives  and  Doctors  of  the  various  Veterans 
Hospitals,  the  local  doctors  who,  throughout  the  year,  assisted  this 
office  in  many  ways.  Appreciation  also  to  Miss  Gladys  Hinds,  City  Clerk 
and  her  secretary  in  supplying  Birth  Records,  Marriage  Certificates, 
Death  Certificates,  etc.  Radio  Station  WARA  has  also  been  of  great 
help  in  its  fine  publicity  of  the  Attleboro  Boys  in  Service  Fund.

Gentlemen : 


The  attached  Comparative  Balance  Sheet  and  Comparative  Statement 
of  Income  and  Expense  are  condensed  from  the  certified  reports  of 
our  auditors  Ernst  & Ernst.  Additional  and  more  detailed  information 
from  the  auditor’s  report  is  available  to  any  member  of  the  Corpora- 
tion;, either  through  the  Hospital  Director  or  the  Treasurer. 

The  year  behind  us  was  one  in  which  the  efforts  of  our  staff  to 
keep  the  rising  costs  in  line  enabled  us  to  finish  the  year  with  a 
surplus  of  $35,785.  This  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  rising  costs 
in  all  areas  and  the  inability  to  make  all  the  necessary  increases 
in  fees.  The  staff  is  constantly  working  to  keep  our  rising  costs 
at  a reasonable  level. 

The  Endowment  Funds  contained  investments  with  a book  value  of 
$3,355,570.  and  a market  value  of  $4,816,900.  as  of  September  30,1972. 
These  investments  contributed  income  in  the  amount  of  $167,834.  which 
was  used  for  operations  and  other  hospital  purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

The  year  1972  was  a year  during  which  hospitals  faced  increasing 
controls  and  regulations  on  the  part  of  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments. As  viewed  against  the  experience  of  the  last  years,  it  can 
safely  be  said  that  this  is  a trend  whose  course  is  bound  to  continue. 

History  proves  that  government  payments  are  inevitably  followed  by 
controls.  For  example,  when  Medicare  was  legislated  it  provided  for 
the  payment  of  hospitalization  of  those  65  and  over.  When  Medicaid 
was  passed  in  Massachusetts  it  provided  for  the  payment  of  hospitali- 
zation of  those  on  welfare.  Both  programs  were  grossly  underestimated 
with  the  result  that  both  the  Federal  and  State  governments  are  busy 
devising  ways  in  which  their  bill  can  be  brought  down.  These  attempts 
take  curious  forms  which  perplex  hospital  boards  throughout  the  coun- 
try . 

In  the  case  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  regulations  state  that 
the  government  will  pay  the  Medicare  patient’s  bill  only  for  that  per- 
iod he  really  needs  to  be  in  the  hospital.  The  fact  that  this  patient 
may  have  to  wait  for  a certain  type  of  nursing  home,  or  has  no  one  to 
care  for  him  at  home,  is  of  no  consequence.  The  payment  stops  and 
either  the  patient  has  to  pay  the  remaining  portion,  or,  more  often 
than  not  it  has  to  be  absorbed  by  the  Hospital  as  a loss,  further  add- 
ing to  the  overall  cost.  g 
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Report  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  continued: 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  continued: 

In  case  of  the  State  Government,  which  as  you  know  is  close  to 
bankruptcy,  the  State  recently  moved  into  the  never  land  of  make 
believe,  closed  its  eyes  to  a large  portion  of  its  outstanding 
obligations  and  simply  did  not  appropriate  any  money  for  Medicaid 
bills  outstanding  prior  to  April  1972.  Already  slow  in  meeting 
its  current  obligations  to  hospitals  by  as  much  as  six  months, 
this  inaction  on  the  part  of  the  State  will  be  fought  in  the  courts. 

A State  functionary  recently  admitted  that  the  State  doesn’t  know 
how  much  money  it  owes  in  the  medical  category.  Within  this  frame- 
work it  is  discouraging  to  hear  high  State  officials  decry  runaway 
hospital  costs  and  categorize  hospitals  as  irresponsible  and  effi- 
cient . 

Eventually  the  government,  the  provider  and  the  consumer,  will 
no  doubt  conclude  this  evolutionary  trend  and  arrive  at  a comprom- 
ise where  we  will  know  who  controls  what,  who  pays  for  what  and  how 
a hospital  such  as  Sturdy  can  continue  to  operate  in  a climate  of 
progress  and  quality. 

Against  this  background  we  fervently  hope  that  our  Application 
for  a relocated  Maternity  Department  will  soon  be  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health;  that  the  State  Rate  Setting 
Commission  will  not  continue  a freeze  on  hospital  rates  since  a 
freeze  on  rates  means  a freeze  on  wages  and  hospital  employees 
should  not  discriminately  be  singled  out  to  have  their  wages  frozen. 

During  1972  the  Hospital  leased,  at  no  cost  to  the  Mental  Health 
Association  the  Sweet  House  for  use  as  a recovery  center  for  alco- 
holics. The  Hospital  helped  an  important  service  get  started  for 
the  Attleboro  area. 

In  spite  of  financial  restraints  imposed  by  a variety  of  regula- 
tions, the  Hospital  closed  its  books  very  close  to  the  break-even 
point.  There  was  a small  drop  in  inpatient  volume  with  a companion 
increase  in  outpatient  visits,  a trend  begun  several  years  ago  and  is 
continuing . 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  and  its  Chairman,  Philip  F.  Leach,  my 
thanks  and  the  thanks  from  the  entire  Community  for  their  guidance 
and  able  trusteeship  of  the  institution  held  dear  to  our  hearts, 
Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF 

A slight  decrease  in  activity  during  the  year  1972  was  noted 
in  almost  every  department.  This  appears  to  be  a continuation 
of  a minimal  downward  trend  noted  in  1971.  The  reasons  for  this 
decrease  are  multiple  and  are  not  the  same  for  each  department. 
Some  of  the  decrease  can  be  traced  to  specific  causes  such  as 
the  effect  of  the  birth  control  pill,  an  increasing  resort  to 

abortion,  increasing  use  of  ambulatory  care  in  physicians' 
offices  as  well  as  the  Emergency  Room;  and  probably  a leveling 
off  of  tue  Medicare  age  overflow.  Additional  reasons  affecting 
utilization  of  medical  care  in  the  Hospital  which  are  less  well 
defined  were  an  increase  in  nursing  home  beds  in  the  Attleboro 
area  and  the  Presidential  Economic  Stabilization  Program  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  "freeze.” 

Despite  the  slight  overall  decrease  the  quality  of  general 
medical  care  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  showed  growth  and  pro- 
gress. A new  oscilloscope  is  in  use  in  the  operating  room  and 
makes  possible  precise  identification  of  unusual  heart  rhythms 
during  operations.  This  is  a necessity  before  specific  measures 
such  as  special  intravenous  medication  or  electric  counter-shock 
are  used . 

The  new  Telemetry  System  on  Sweet  II  has  been  an  important 
achievement.  The  Medical  Staff  notes  with  pride  the  individual 
efforts  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  in  bringing  this  once 
far-off  dream  into  reality.  This  system  allows  for  better  utili- 
zation of  the  Intensive  Care  Unit  and  for  continued  monitoring 
of  a patient  who  requires  this  service.  We  are  grateful  to  the 
Hospital  family  for  allowing  us  this  additional  aid  in  the  de- 
livery of  quality  care  to  patients  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

In  line  with  the  five  year  rotation  policy  for  heads  of  Medi- 
cal Staff  Departments,  Dr.  Hugh  0 ' Shaughnessy  will  take  over  as 
Chief  of  Anesthesiology  and  Dr.  David  Butteriek  will  succeed  Dr. 
Robert  Keeler  as  Chief  of  Pediatrics.  It  is  imp  rtant  that  I 
remind  you  of  the  momentum  given  to  each  department  by  this  five 
year  rotation  and  the  relative  youth  of  the  he  Is  of  the  depart- 
ments. In  this  way  growth  and  progress  have  h n well  served. 

The  scarcity  of  psychiatric  care  in  the  Att  boro  area  is  of 
concern  to  us.  Some  newer  and  more  helpful  attitudes  by  the 
State  Department  of  Mental  Health  appear  to  b - encouraging  and 
plans  are  being  formulated  to  take  advantag  of  this  assistance. 

A short  term  impatient  psychiatric  service  mighi  someday  become 
a possibility. 

Mental  gymnastics  still  go  on  in  the  area  of  the  Emergency 
Room  with  its  often  overcrowded  facilities  aid  waiting  room. 

The  separation  of  acute  from  non-acute  patients  seen  there  is 
a delicate  medical  and  social  problem  as  well  as  a community 
obligation.  Perhaps  the  future  conversion  of  the  present  Ob- 
stetrical wing  will  provide  some  answers.  Still  in  the  shadows 
is  the  continual  problem  of  fewness  of  physicians,  especially 
Medical  men,  and  the  growing  office  responsibility  of  these 
physicians .

Eagerly  awaited  are  the  more  definite  plans  for  the  new  Obstet- 
rical wing  including  neonatal  and  perintal  nursery  care.  The  de- 
lays in  the  area  of  receiving  necessary  State  approvals  are  of 
concern  to  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  specific  physicians  involved. 
The  details  and  maneuvering  of  the  political  and  meandering  poli- 
cies of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  tiring  and  demorali- 
zing . 

The  new  officers  for  the  year  1973  will  include  Dr.  John  C. 
Lonergan  as  President.  We  are  pleased  at  his  past  years  of  en- 
deavor and  his  leadership  on  other  Committees.  Dr.  William 
Seales  has  been  elected  Vice  President  and  Dr.  David  Butterick  re- 
tained as  Secretary-Treasurer.  Dr.  Richard  Shea  becomes  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  which  is  the  workhorse  of  the  Medical 
Staff . 

A few  brief  remarks  are  not  intended  to  give  an  in-depth  review 
of  the  year  with  the  workings  and  progress  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Most  of  you  are  aware,  in  one  manner  or  another,  of  the  accomplish- 
ments in  other  specific  areas. 

The  Medical  and  Dental  Staffs  again  thank  you  for  your  help,  your 
encouragement,  your  valuable  time,  and  your  needy  assistance  in  our 
effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  medical  care  in  the  Attleboro  Area.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen : 

Herewith  submitted  is  the  1972  Annual  Report  of  the  Attleboro 
Conservation  Commission. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Attleboro  Conservation  Commission  were 
held  during  1972  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.

Upon  receipt  of  notification  from  the  Ford  Foundation  that  funds 
would  be  made  available  to  conservation  commissions  for  the  updating 
of  plans,  for  land  appraisals,  etc.,  the  Attleboro  Conservation 
Commission  made  applications  for  a grant  for  future  land  appraisals. 
The  application  was  approved  by  the  Foundation  in  June,  with  a check 
for  $750  being  given.  After  matching  funds  of  $625  were  approved  by 
the  City  Council,  an  additional  check  was  awarded. 

The  Commission  was  advised  by  the  State  that  future  hearings  under 
the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  (Hatch  Act)  were  to  be  conducted  by 
local  conservation  commissions.  As  a result,  three  hearings  were 
held  by  this  commission  in  Attleboro  during  1973,  these  being  for 
the  City  Fence  and  Iron  Works  in  South  Attleboro,  Hillside  Acres, 
and  Land  off  Oak  Hill  Avenue,  owned  by  Raymond  Simonean. 

The  commission's  budget  for  the  year  was  $675. 

A check  for  $9200  was  presented  to  the  city  in  April,  covering  50% 
reimbursement  from  the  State  under  the  Self-Help  Act,  for  acquisition 
of  four  parcels  of  land  in  the  Chart  ley  Brook  Conservation  Area. 

Groundwork  on  flood  plain  zoning  was  begun,  with  Mrs.  Richardson 
representing  the  Conservation  Commissi. a to  work  with  the  Planning 
Board  on  this  very  important  project. 

In  retrospect,  the  Attleboro  Conservation  Commssion  had  a very 
active  and  productive  1972.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

1972 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

Through  its  main  library,  bookmobile  and  South  Attleboro  branch 
the  Attleboro  Public  Library  has  served  its  many  patrons  increas- 
ingly during  1972.  Whether  the  patron's  quest  be  the  answer  to  an 
intricate  reference  problem,  pleasure  reading,  a place  to  study 
with  available  source  materials,  large  print  books  for  those  with 
limited  sight,  recordings  to  play  on  the  home  stereo,  objects  of 
art  to  be  borrowed,  a story  hour  for  younger  patrons,  participa- 
tion in  a juvenile  reading  club  and  young  people's  summer  crafts, 
to  name  a few,  your  public  library  is  ready  to  serve  all  ages  and 
many  interests  of  the  area  population. 

The  auditorium  has  accomodated  varied  community  activities, 
among  them  a folk  song  concert,  several  lectures,  showing  of 
educational  films  and  a meeting  place  for  Attleboro's  Historical 
Commission.  The  library  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Dyer,  a library 
trustee  and  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  other  club  members 
for  their  interest  in  the  library,  and  their  generous  gift  to- 
ward the  new  main  desk.  Texas  Instruments  has  transferred  1568 
of  their  scientific  volumes  to  enrich  the  collection.  These  will 
d add  considerably  to  our  science  and  technology  collection  and 

the  special  materials  carefully  selected  by  Mrs.  Nancy  Stevenson 
for  use  of  local  students. 

Library  administration  is  assisted  by  trustees  from  diversi- 
fied professions,  such  as  architecture,  teaching,  publishing, 
legal  business,  and  library. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  draw  on  Michael  Murphy's  training 
and  experience  to  help  in  bringing  the  library  to  the  public. 

Mr.  Murphy,  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  consultant  on  publi- 
city, arranged  a series  of  interviews  with  various  staff  mem- 
bers on  Radio  Station  WARA . During  the  spring  one  program  in- 
cluded a brief  history  of  the  South  Attleboro  branch  and  a 
survey  of  its  present  resources. 

The  trustees  appreciate  the  fine  cooperation  given  the 
library  by  the  Sun  Chronicle,  Pawtucket  Times  and  WARA. 

The  trustees  are  grateful  to  the  Attleboro  City  Officials  for 
their  interest  and  support  of  the  library.

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Report  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  continued: 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library: 

It  has  often  been  written  that  an  Annual  Report  should  only 
contain  information  on  what  things  new  have  happened  during 
the  previous  year.  Though  it  is  tempting  for  a Director  to 
enumerate  in  detail  every  event  of  the  year,  the  first  part 
of  this  1972  report  will  itemize  just  a few  interesting  events 
of  the  year  and  point  to  some  new  directions  that  the  library 
will  follow  in  the  future.  The  second  part  will  differ  from 
previous  years  in  that,  for  the  first  time,  the  Annual  Reports 
of  three  of  the  library’s  outreach  programs  are  included  in 
total . 

FURNITURE 


During  the  spring  days  after  the  1972  budget  was  set,  there 
was  considerable  measuring  and  planning  for  new  library  furni- 
ture to  replace  the  1907  horseshoe  circulation  desk  and  old 
metal  card  catalogs.  Fortunately,  we  had  the  services  of  a 
registered  architect,  Mrs.  Martha  Auerbach,  a member  of  the 
Library  Board  of  Trustees.  The  final  specifications  put  out 
to  bid  asked  for  paneled  walnut  wood  for  all  pieces.  The  low 
bid  was  $9,360.00,  submitted  by  the  Southern  Desk  Co.,  of 
Hickory,  North  Carolina  and  included,  besides  the  enlarged  circu- 
lation desk  and  six  catalogs,  a reference  table  and  two  double 
study  carrels.  The  circulation  desk  was  donated  by  the  Kiwanis 
Club  of  Attleboro,  and  was  dedicated  in  early  1973.  Other 
funding  came  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Aid  and  Trust  Funds 
held  by  the  Library  Trustees.  The  set  of  furniture  with  white 
leather  covering  lends  an  air  of  modernity  to  the  main  floor 
area,  while  blending  in  with  the  old  mahogany.  As  a result  of 
the  rearrangement  of  the  old  reference  room  area,  there  is  a 
Reference  Center,  a mi ni-ready-ref erence  book  collection  with- 
in the  larger  reference  area.  All  questions  from  the  circula- 
tion desk  are  now  funneled  through  the  new  center.  Assistance 
is  available  to  students  on  a one-to-one  basis,  and  telephone 
calls  are  regularly  handled  over  the  extension.  The  division 
of  reference  and  circulation  routines  was  long  overdue.  The 
number  of  daily  reference  queries  has  already  increased  and 
will  continue  to  expand  in  future  years  as  more  publicity  is 
given  our  reference-in-depth  service.  Mrs.  Thelma  Lantz  is 
the  reference  and  inter-library  loan  librarian  in-charge.  If 
the  library  cannot  answer  the  question,  Mrs.  Lantz  calls,  toll 
free,  to  reference  department  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

This  is  part  of  the  vast  network  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System,  with  the  B.P.L.  as  the  library  of 
last  resort.  16mm  films  also  now  circulate  from  this  desk. 

The  enlarged  circulation  desk  remains  t^ie  nerve  center  for  patron 
registration,  for  all  charging  and  discharging  of. printed  and 
audio-visual  materials.  The  study  carrels  furnish  additional 
areas  for  students  and  the  general  public  to  spread  out  study 
materials  and  read  quietly. 
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PERSONNEL 


The  personnel  of  the  APL  received  a boost  when  the  city 
allocated  a new  full-time  position , effective  July  1,1972 
This  was  necessary  because  of  the  amount  of  time  demanded 
of  our  present  staff  from  the  Bookmobile  now  again  out  on 
the  road  four  da.ys  a week,  plus  the  expansion  and  the  in- 
crease in  adult  circulation  and  general  business  at  Central 
during  1970-1972.  The  position  was  carved  out  of  part-time 
monies,  but  it  is  hoped  that  1973  will  bring  the  restoration 
of  some  of  these  funds;  otherwise,  there  is  no  net  gain  of 
manpower  per  week.  Mrs.  Lillian  DeBlois,  a graduate  in 
library  science,  came  to  the  APL  in  the  newly-created  posi- 
tion of  Senior  Library  Assistant.  She  is  entirely  responsible 
for  the  smooth  running  of  the  new  circulation  desk  area,  and 
the  greatly  enlarged  periodicals  room  (412  periodical  sub- 
scriptions) . 

Mrs.  Linda  O’Connell  submitted  her  resignation  for  maternity 
reasons,  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Reid,  a graduate  of  Muhlenberg  Coll- 
ege joined  the  staff  in  November. 

Staff  members  continue  to  attend  conferences  in  Fitchburg, 
Taunton,  Hyannis,  Boston,  North  Attleborough,  and  North  Dart- 
mouth. The  librarian  completed  his  second  year  as  President 
of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club. 

Collective  Bargaining  remains  a fact  of  life  in  Attleboro, 
and  1972  negotiations  brought  a 4.2%  raise  to  all  staff  mem- 
bers . 

PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 

The  APL  engaged  in  a number  of  new  adult  programs  and  is 
pleased  with  the  results.  The  iirst  was  a series  of  nine  radio 
programs  of  about  seven  minutes  each,  sponsored  by  W.A.R.A. 
in  which  an  announcer  interviewed  various  staff  members,  asking 
each  their  particular  job  and  activities.  It  was  a not- to-be- 
missed  opportunity  for  the  libearian  and  others  to  mention  sel- 
dom publized  older  services,  as  well  as  new  services  in  multi- 
media.  There  was  some  feedback  from  patrons  in  this  adventure 
in  public  relations.  Also,  throughout  the  year,  WARA  used  a 
considerable  number  of  30-second  and  45-second  library  commer- 
cials, at  various  times  during  the  day  and  night,  highlighting 
some  APL  programs  and  services.  Our  National  Library  Week 
barrage  of  public  service  announcements  was  particularly  effec- 
tive. Mike  Murphy,  our  consultant  in  public  relations,  has 
done  a smashing  job  this  year. 

Another  experiment  in  public  services  was  the  series  of  two 
reference  courses  offered  to  Juniors  in  the  Attleboro  Comprehen- 
sive High  School’s  English  Classes.  There  were  two  sections— 
a four  week  course,  and  an  enlarged  five  week  course,  taught  by 
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Miss  Jeraline  Nerney,  High  School  Librarian,  and  Mr.  Waller,  the  . 

APL  Librarian.  There  were  also  two  field  trips  to  the  private  law 
Library  of  Judge  Edward  Lee  of  the  Fourth  District  Court  and  to 
the  Medical  Library  of  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.  In  the  courses, 
there  were  regular  weekly  assignments  in  connection  with  the  more 
than  70  books  mentioned  in  the  classes. 

Participants  were  asked  to  write  critiques  of  the  course  after 
completion.  Twenty-four  students  attended,  and  a number  of  teac- 
hers reported  that  expertise  markedly  increased  on  bibliographies 
for  term  papers  as  a result  of  the  course.  The  two  reference 
teachers  were  very  satisfied  with  the  results.  The  excellent 
rapport  between  the  school  system  and  the  Public  Library  received 
a further  shot  in  the  arm  with  the  continued  short  supply  of 
revenue  for  books  and  other  multi-media,  there  is  even  more  reason 
for  the  joint  consultation  of  school  and  public  librarians  in 
many  areas  of  Library  planning  and  purchasing. 

Another  event  during  National  Library  Week  was  the  visit  of 
twenty-four  teachers  (over  three  days)  from  the  City’s  School 
System  to  a 30-minute  tour  of  APL’s  facilities.  A coffee  hour 
followed  all  three  sessions,  where  there  was  an  exchange  of  ideas. 

Other  community  outreach  during  the  year  in  addition  to  the 
extensive  Bookmobile  schedule  mentioned  elsewhere,  was  the  be- 
ginning of  visits  to  Attleboro’s  Nursing  and  Rest  Homes.  Mrs. 

Thelma  Lantz  makes  personal  visits  to  four  of  these  homes.  % 

The  Bookmobile  also  visits  two  retirement  communities.  Any 
disabled  citizen  who  calls  the  Library  will  receive  direct  house 
service  if  desired.  In  this  connection,  the  library  further 
publicized  its  already  existing  "Talking  Books”col lection 
(100  titles  from  the  Perkins  Institute  of  the  Blind)  and  well 
over  a hundred  books  in  large  print.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  Library  ordered  the  weekly  edition  of  the  "New  York  Times" 
in  large  print:  and  also  invited  an  educational  specialist  for 
the  blind  and  unusually  handicapped  to  visit  the  Library  to 
make  specific  purchase  suggestions  for  the  APL  in  this  area. 

Certainly  library  philosophy  has  changed  in  recent  years  about 
where  the  library  reaches  and  who  its  clientale  are.  Not  only 
are  libraries  constantly  improving  existing  serviced,  but  are 
caring  about  those  people  presumably  not  using  the  Library  for 
whatever  reason:  the  house  bound,  the  turned-off,  or  the  disad- 
vantaged. The  APL  will  continue  to  make  further  moves  to  en- 
fold these  citizens  in  the  mid-70's. 

There  has  been  some  publicity  given  the  availability  of  the 
Conference  Room  for  meetings.  All  the  collective  bargaining  of 
the  city  has  taken  place  there  this  year.  The  auditorium  is 
available  for  use  by  civic  and  educational  groups.  The  Attle- 
boro Chess  Club,  for  instance,  got  its  start  in  that  room  last 
summer.  The  Library  offered  its  facilities  to  the  Attleboro  • 

Drug  Council  to  hold  a series  of  meetings  here  to  form  and 
train  "Hotline"  groups  of  young  people  willing  to  be  on  call 
for  help  twenty-four  (24)  hours  a day. 
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BOOK  COLLECTION 


The  science  and  technology  sections  of  the  library  got  a 
healthy  transfusion  when  Texas  Instruments  decided  to  dis- 
mantle their  Science  Library  and  give  the  APL  over  1,600  in 
metallurgy,  electronics,  chemistry,  and  design.  Library  of 
cards  came  with  the  books  (in  the  Dewey  Decimal  classifica- 
tion which  is  already  in  use  at  the  Library)  and,  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a large  portion  of  these  materials  was  already  in 
circulation.  This  was  a very  substantial  gift  and  the  library 
is  deeply  grateful  for  the  generosity  of  this  giant  firm.  Also, 
the  timing  of  the  gift  gave  the  librarian  a splended  excuse 
during  the  summer  to  systematically  weed  out  outdated  science 
and  technology  books. 

Before  turning  over  the  report  to  several  departments,  I 
should  like  to  thank  the  Sun  Chronicle  and  Radio  Station  WARA 
for  continuing  to  tell  the  library’s  story  to  the  public. 
Certainly  this  type  of  cooperation  and  interest  by  the  media 
is  among  the  best  in  the  Commonwealth,  or,  for  that  matter,  in 
nearby  Rhode  Island.  Special  thanks  in  1972  to  Texas  Instru- 
ments for  its  large  gift  of  technology  books;  and  to  the  Ki- 
wanis  Club  of  Attleboro  for  its  long-range  help,  and  particularly 
for  donating  to  the  new  circulation  desk.  Plaudits  are  due, 
also,  to  my  loyal  staff  and  trustees  whose  support  are  invalu- 
able. My  special  thanks  to  Leland  B.  Smith,  President  of  the 
Board,  for  his  unfailing  support  and  interest. 

In  summary  then,  the  library  is  increasing  its  efforts  for 
quality  service  to  each  citizen  of  Attleboro.  There  are  areas 
still  to  explore  and  new  alliances  still  to  be  made  with  many 
groups.  One  thing  is  sure,  the  library  stands  ready  in  the 
70 ’s  to  further  expand  its  services  and  strengthen  its  commit- 
ment to  the  people  of  Attleboro.

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BOOKMOBILE  - ANNUAL  REPORT  - 1972  ( 

The  close  of  1972  marked  the  second  year  of  service  since  the 
disastrous  fire  in  1969  which  destroyed  our  first  Bookmobile. 

Statistically,  the  overall  picture  may  not  seem  as  exhilarating 
as  the  one  reported  for  1971,  but  the  praises  of  our  borrowers  and 
the  continued  requests  for  stops  in  new  areas  makes  us  realize  that 
this  library  service  is  one  that  will  always  play  an  important  role 
in  the  community. 

Juvenile  circulation  dropped  considerably.  Some  explanations 
for  this  may  be : 

1.  The  greatest  drop  is  during  the  winter  when  school 
is  in  session. 

2.  Many  mothers  are  working  and  cannot  bring  their  pre- 
schoolers to  the  Bookmobile. 

3.  The  growing  emphasis  on  school  Libraries. 

4.  The  great  variety  of  paperbacks  that  can  be  purchased 
at  the  schools. 

Adult  circulation  showed  an  increase  for  the  year,  as  it  has  . 

every  year  since  the  Bookmobile  service  was  started.  ' 

Requests  for  new  stops  on  the  Tuesday  run  made  it  impossible  to 
schedule  them  all  in  one  day.  In  order  to  serve  the  areas  ade- 
quately, it  was  decided  to  divide  the  route  and  add  another  day  to 
our  schedule. 

Early  In  the  summer  Mrs.  Janet  Band  till  took  her  driver’s  test 
for  her  class  2 license,  and  passed  with  flying  colors. 

National  Library  Week  was  noted  on  the  Bookmobile,  and  many  new 
titles  were  introduced  at  this  time,  with  special  emphasis  being 
placed  on  new  children’s  books. 

The  growing  demand  for  new  stops  and  the  continued  popularity 
of  the  Bookmobile  makes  me  feel  that  circulation  should  show  an 
increase  for  1973. 

The  continued  praises  and  kindnesses  shown  by  our  borrowers 
make  the  Bookmobile  staff  glad  to  be  a part  of  this  interesting 
phase  of  library  service.

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f SOUTH  ATTLEBORO  BRANCH  LIBRARY 

1.972  marks  the  year  of  change  at  the  South  Attleboro  Branch 
Library.  After  eleven  years  of  loyal  service  to  the  community, 
Mrs.  Mildred  Leeburn  retired.  We  wish,  her  many  years  of  happi- 
ness, health  and  leisure. 

The  early  months  of  the  year  brought  new  items  in  the  form  of 
lounge  chair  for  the  back  room,  hot  plate  for  coffee  breaks  and 
a new  rug  which  reaches  from  door  to  desk.  This  rug  set  the 
color  scheme  for  our  new  metal  Easy  Book  cases  and  truek-Harvest 
Gold.  The  cases  replace  wooden  ones  purchased  for  the  Children’s 
Room  in  1945  or  thereabouts. 

Pocket  books  have  gained  in  popularity  and  we  now  have  two 
metal  swivel  racks  for  their  display. 

New  colorful  chairs  replaced  the  low  wooden  ones  the  children 

use  in  front  of  non-fiction  shelves. 

In  February,  the  trustees  presented  "Raynard  the  Magician”  to 
an  excited  audience  - poor  weather  prevented  a bigger  turnout. 

During  National  Library  Week  in  April  an  Open  House  was  held 
marking  50  years  of  library  service  to  the  Bo.  Attleboro  area, 

I Mrs.  Lydia  Gregory,  Library  trustee,  was  chairman  of  this  event. 

Co-chairman  consisted  of  So,  Attleboro  patrons.  A poster  contest 
"My  Library”  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  celebration  - the 
4th  and  5th  grades  of  Washington  and  Lincoln  Schools  participa- 
ting. Two  winners  from  each  school  were  selected.  The  winning 
posters  were  drawn  by  Linda  Kozinski,  Claudette  LeMarier,  Mark 
Henry  and  James  Winters,  Prizes  were  various  selection  of  poc- 
ket books. 

Circulation  continues  a downward  trend,  but  the  library  is 
adding  more  up-to-date  books  and,  discarding  others.  Over  $500.00 
in  new  titles  were  purchased  this  spring  for  the  Open  House  cele- 
bration. New  fiction  and  the  "best-sellers"  are  well  represented. 
The  New  York  Times  popular  listing  is  posted  regularly  which  en- 
ables the  library  patrons  to  learn  of  the  latest  titles  in  the 
publishing  field.  Adult  circulation  increased  over  386  books  but 
the  overall  loss  was  2572  for  the  year. 

29  youngsters  joined  the  summer  reading  club.  Winners  in  the 
group  were  Stephen  Bibby,  Diane  Martel  and  Cheryl  Benoit.  Older 
group  was  led  by  Cheri  Lyman,  Patricia  Gorelczenko  and  Sydney 
Bibby.  In  September,  the  winners  were  presented  with  books  for 
prizes . 

This  year  the  library  started  Saturday  hours.  The  public  is 
slow  to  accept  change  and  the  Saturday  circulation  has  picked 
f up  considerably  over  the  first  three  months. 
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Though  circulation  has  dropped,  our  services  cannot  be  measured 
by  circulation  alone  - reference  work  after  school  - even  with 
school  libraries  - brings  youngsters  in  to  research  and  copy  needed 
material . 

We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Ruth  Flanagan  for  the  publicity  she  has 
given  the  library  in  the  form  of  book  lists,  library  hours,  etc.  in 
her  "Sun"  reporting. 

A patron  has  suggested  a return  box  for  the  convenience  of  patrons 
when  the  library  is  closed.  Perhaps  this  year  we  can  solve  that 
problem  with  a "return  slot"  in  the  door  for  book  returns. 

As  1 finish  my  "freshman"  year  in  branch  activity,  I have  found 
it  to  be  challenging  - the  community  being  a warm  and  friendly 
place  to  work.

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JUNIOR  LIBRARY 


If  special  programs  and  service  to  groups  indicate  achievement 
in  librar ianship  the  Junior  Library  (newly  re-named  from  Children’s 
Room)  can  certainly  report  on  a highly  successful  year  in  1972. 

Class  visits  from  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  increased. 
Twenty-three  (23)  special  storyhours  and  visits  were  recorded  in- 
volving countless  children.  Visits  during  National  Library  Week 
and  Children’s  Book  Week  totaled  38  classes  of  some  975  students 
who  made  special  trips  to  see  films  and  new  books  and  in  many 
cases  to  join  the  library  as  new  borrowers.  During  the  spring  Mrs. 
Rowell  and  Miss  Guillette  visited  every  class  (some  48)  in  Richard- 
son, Willett  and  St.  Joseph's  Schools  to  tell  stories  and  describe 
library  services  . 

Our  most  popular  program  to  the  children  of  the  community  and  sur- 
rounding communities  as  well  is  our  pre-school  storyhours.  In- 
volving approximat ley  20-22  4 and  5 year  olds  these  run  for  a period 
of  5 weeks  and  acquaint  the  children  with  the  library  in  a group  ex- 
perience. To  reach  our  goal  of  making  the  library  an  attractive 
place  to  visit  we  employ  stories,  fingerplays,  games,  rhythm  band 
instruments  and  craft  sessions.  Advance  registration  for  this  pro- 
gram extends  to  1974  from  parents  whose  children  are  as  yet  too 
young  to  attend  current  programs.  During  1972  the  staff  conducted 
4 pre-school  groups.  Requests  are  usually  made  by  parents  to  re- 
register children  for  future  programs,  but  limitations  in  staff  time 
and  pre-registration  makes  this  impossible. 

Circulation  during  1972  gained  slightly  from  1971  I am  happy  to  re- 
port.* Teacher's  collections  have  probably  leveled  off  to  what 
can  now  be  expected  in  the  near  future  with  most  of  this  circula- 
tion coming  from  kindergartens.  Circulation  of  puzzles  and  records 
remain  very  popular.  Several  games  were  added  to  the  Junior  Li- 
brary collection  for  use  in  the  library  by  children  ( such  as 
Checkers,  Chess,  Candy  Land,  etc.)  and  these  have  been  enthusiasti- 
cally received.  They  rival  the  View  Masters  in  popularity.  We 
hope  to  add  to  all  these  collections  during  the  coming  year  as  well 
as  attempting  to  discover  new  attractions  to  encourage  more  non- 
readers or  reluctant  readers  to  find  something  to  their  interest  in 
the  library  in  its  newly  developing  role  as  a multi-media  center. 


The  trustees  made  possible  the  presentation  of  several  special  pro- 
grams in  addition  to  the  annual  visit  of  the  Boston  Children’s 
Theatre  whose  August  date  at  the  Capron  Park  attracted  700-800 
youngsters  and  oldsters  as  well.  National  Library  Week  featured 
a visit  by  Johnny  Sisson.  His  perenially  popular  program  attracted 
110  to  the  library  auditorium.  Channing  Reeves  entertained  at  the 
party  for  some  87  Summer  Reading  Club  members  in  August.  The  re- 
freshments at  the  party  were  also  furnished  by  the  trustees.  Mr. 
Reeves  was  the  special  attraction  during  Children's  Book  Week  in 
November  when  53  boys  and  girls  were  treated  to  an  amusing  lesson 
in  the  art  of  cartooning.  On  October  14  author  Ada  Litchfield  and 
artist  Ruth  Hartshorn  demonstrated  how  picture  books  are  written 


See  figures  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report 
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and  illustrated  to  an  audience  of  82.  The  concluding  program  of  the 
year  was  the  premier  performance  at  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  of 
the  Attleboro  Little  Theater  whose  members  performed  a Christmas 
play  to  the  delight  of  75  children  and  adults.  Film  programs  were 
discontinued  during  1972.  The  combination  of  poor  selection  and 
quality  of  films  and  the  competition  of  television  contributed  to 
such  a decline  in  attendance  during  1971  it  was  not  considered 
worth  the  time  to  plan  and  present  these  programs.  Only  3 films 
were  shown;  one  during  the  Christmas  season  and  2 sports  films  . 

The  latter  had  moderate  attendance  and  could  generate  interest  in 
the  sports  collection  if  more  recent  material  could  be  obtained. 

Emphasis  was  placed  during  1972  in  improving  the  sports  and  handi- 
craft collections  in  an  attempt  to  attract  enthusiasts  in  these 
subjects  who  may  not  be  regular  library  borrowers.  Many  sports 
magazines  in  all  areas  of  sports  were  also  added  and  enjoyed  popu- 
lar attention  from  the  boys  who  frequent  the  library  with  visiting 
classes  as  well  as  regular  borrowers. 

During  the  summer  of  1972  new  areas  of  interest  were  explored.  In 
addition  to  the  annual  summer  reading  clubs  which  attracted  some 
300  members,  storyhours  were  held  for  younger  boys  and  girls,  ages 
5-8;  average  attendance  at  these  sessions  were  30  youngsters.  A 
pre-school  group  was  held  during  August.  New  during  summer  1972 
were  2 groups  of  handicraft  programs  proving  popular  in  other 
children's  libraries.  Once  a week  for  a period  of  4 weeks  20-25 
boys  and  girls  attended  programs  and  made  puppets,  paper  folding 
creatures,  shell  jewelry  and  other  crafts  composed  of  inexpensive 
and  easily  obtainable  materials.  The  trustees  are  again  to  be 
thanked  for  providing  the  necessary  extras  to  conduct  these  pro- 
grams whose  popularity  was  indicated  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
participants . 

We  hope  during  1973  to  continue  such  of  the  proceeding  as  proved 
most  popular  and  beneficial  to  creating  an  interest  in  the  library 
as  a pleasant  place  to  spend  some  spare  time.  Projects  under  con- 
sideration are  a Parent-teacher  shelf  of  materials  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  special  education  and  education  of  children  with 
learning  disabilities  such  as  combined  book  and  record  sets  of 
stories  for  use  with  dyslexia  children  and  foreign  language  books. 

We  also  hope  to  explore  ways  in  which  library  service  can  be  im- 
proved in  the  areas  of  the  slow  or  retarded  reader  and  the  Spanish 
and  Portugese  immigrant  children.  These  areas  are  already  being 
investigated . 

1972  proved  to  be  a year  of  new  and  popular  services.  We  sincerely 
hope  1973  will  see  the  continuation  and  expansion  of  service  to  the 
children  of  Attleboro.

FLUORIDATION  SYSTEMS 

As  of  December  31,  1972,  the  addition  of  four  fluoridation  systems 
was  98%  complete.  These  systems  are  located  at:

Engineering,  design  and  construction  were  done  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  with  the  exception  of  electrical  systems  installed  by 
an  outside  contractor. 


WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL 

During  1972,  23  residential  and  7 industrial  sewer  service  lines 
were  connected  to  the  existing  sewer  system.  Since  July,  1972 
serious  efforts  have  been  taken  to  minimize  the  infiltration  of 
ground  and  surface  water  into  the  sanitary  sewer  lines.  The 
abundance  of  this  water  causes  an  unnecessary  overload  in  the 
Sewage  Treatment  Plant.  During  the  period  from  July  through 
December  1972,  40,885  linear  feet  of  sanitary  lines  were  cleaned 

and  inspected  at  a cost  of  $28,619.50.  A total  of  8,314  pipe 
joints  were  tested  and  5,613  of  these  required  sealing.  This 
cost  was  $69,356.20.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
1972 _ __ 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of 
the  Municipal  Council 

Gent lemen : 

In  1972,  the  Planning  Board  continued  to  be  active  in  the  areas 
of  comprehensive  planning  and  subdivision  control,  with  additional 
emphasis  given  to  municipal  affairs.  Incumbent  officers  Chairman 
Joseph  Lamoureux , Vice-Chairman  Edward  Kurtz,  and  Secretary  Judith 
Robbins  were  elected,  and  William  Harbin  was  re-appointed  delegate 
to  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District.  Harbin  brought  added  distinction  to  Attleboro  when  he 
was  elected  treasurer  of  the  regional  planning  body  in  December „ 
Committee  chairman  continued  to  be  David  Schlothauer  for  Compre- 
hensive  Planning,  Clifford  Swanson  for  Subdivisions,  and  Edward 
Kurtz  for  Municipal  Affairs. 

With  completion  of  the  Master  Plan  in  late  1971,  the  Comprehen- 
sive Planning  Committee  turned  its  attention  to  revising  and  up- 
dating the  Zoning  Ordinance  to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  plan  and  correct  problems  and  inconsistencies.  Al- 
though offers  of  assistance  were  made  by  SRPEDD,  it  was  discovered 
after  several  meetings  that  there  were  sufficient  competent  people 
in  Attleboro  to  undertake  the  ordinance  revision.  Planning 
Coordinator  Larry  Murphy,  working  out  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  agreed 
to  supervise  the  project  along  with  Committee  Chairman  Schlothauer. 
The  Board  was  especially  grateful  for  the  volunteer  assistance  of 
Donald  Schmidt,  an  Attleboro  resident  who  is  a professional  in  the 
field  of  planning  and  zoning. 

A proposed  format  for  the  zoning  ordinance  revision  approved 
by  the  Board  in  October,  was  presented  to  the  Municipal  Council  in 
December.  The  councilmen  asked  questions  for  clarification  and 
seemed  pleased  with  the  proposal.  Meetings  were  held  with  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  and 
members  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  as  well  as  interested 
citizens  including  several  former  chairmen  of  Master  Plan  commit- 
tees. The  Conservation  Commission  agreed  to  take  on  the  task  of 
preparing  the  Flood  Plain  Zoning  section  of  the  revised  ordinance, 
with  Robert  Mawney  as  liason  for  the  Board.  Larry  Murphy,  Donald 
Schmidt  and  Judith  Robbins  will  work  on  the  actual  drafting  of 
the  ordinance.  The  recommendations  for  a proposed  multi-family 
housing  ordinance,  studied  and  discussed  by  the  Board  earlier 
in  the  year,  will  be  incorporated  into  the  revised  zoning  ordin- 
ance . 

The  subdivision  Committee  continued  to  inspect  all  sites  of 
proposed  subdivisions,  zoning  requests,  and  applications  for 
bond  release.  Special  attention  was  given  to  drainage  and  sew- 
erage. The  Board  began  requesting  Cape  Cod  berms  at  curb-side 
in  subdivisions  and  discussed  the  possibility  of  requiring  under- 
ground utility  installations.  The  Board  was  especially  concerned 
with  the  problems  resulting  from  unaccepted  streets  and  consis- 
tently required  applicants  for  building  permits  on  such  streets 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  continued: 

to  install  legally  acceptable  frontage  before  receiving  a permit. 

Participating  to  an  increasing  extent  in  the  planning  aspects 
of  municipal  life,  the  Board  reviewed  all  requests  to  purchase 
city-owned  property,  discussed  and  approved  the  Comprehensive 
Plan  section  of  the  proposed  City  Charter,  suggested  that  the 
mayor  request  a Soil  Survey  for  the  City  of  Attleboro  from  the 
Bristol  Conservation  District,  and  kept  informed  of  the  actions 
of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  The  Board  went  on  record  as 
favoring  the  extention  of  Route  1-295  to  Pleasant  Street,  It 
also  approved  the  state's  Topics  Project  Report  for  Area  5 as 
consistent  with  the  Master  Plan  and  supported  the  steps  to  be 
taken  in  connection  with  the  widening  of  Pleasant  Street . Re- 
acting to  an  apparent  flaw  in  the  city's  zoning  for  mobile 
homes,  the  Board  researched,  prepared,  and  proposed  a Mobile 
Home  Ordinance  which  was  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  in 
June,  In  October,  the  Board's  recommendation  that  such  parks 
be  allowed  in  General  Resident  areas  was  passed  by  the  Council, 

The  activities  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District  were  ably  brought  before  the 
Board  by  delegate  William  Harbin,  The  problem  of  availability 
of  services  to  member  communities,  budgetary  matters,  and  organ- 
izational difficulties  plagued  the  district  this  year.  However, 
things  appear  to  be  under  control  for  the  present.  Studies  com- 
pleted included  solid  waste,  regional  water  and  sewer,  and  trans- 
portation, The  area  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was 
completed  in  December,  The  Board  was  also  kept  informed  of  the 
progress  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  Task  Force, 

The  Board  was  particularly  gratified  to  note  the  appointment 
of  a full-time  Building  Inspector  in  December,  This  has  long 
been  a prime  concern  of  the  Board,  and  the  Board  will  do  every- 
thing it  can  to  assist  the  Building  Inspector  in  his  duties,

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Councils 

The  following  report  is  intended  to  cover  the  activities 
of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  for  the  year  1972.  The  year 
was  of  itself  momentous  in  that  it  followed  the  Supreme  Court  decision 
of  "one  man,  one  vote"  creating  the  task  of  realignment  of  the  various 
wards  and  precincts.  In  addition  the  Commonwealth  saw  fit  to  lower  the. 
voting  age  which  naturally  increased  the  number  of  voters  and  the 
necessity  to  promulgate  the  rights  of  these  young  voters  and  instruc- 
ting them  in  the  necessary  ritual  of  application,  registration,  etc. 
The  war  in  progress  and  the  federal  agencies  such  as  Peace  Corp, 

Vista  etc.  naturally  dispersed  our  residents  to  various  parts  of  the 
world,  thus  creating  an  unusual  demand  for  absentee  ballots.  This 
report  cannot  cover  every  activity  and  detail  without  becoming  ex- 
tremely boring,  but  we  have  covered  the  highlights,  and  the  actual 
details  are  of  course  available  to  our  honorable  body  of  council  men 
and  the  public  if  necessary. 

Due  to  the  illness  of  Mrs,  Catherine  M.  Hoyle,  Chairman, 
the  board  met  with  Mr.  Michael  J.  Murphy,  the  fourth  member,  to  pre- 
prepare the  budget  for  1972.  It  was  then  presented  to  the  Mayor  and 
Municipal  Council  by  Mr.  Murphy,  with  the  approval  of  Mrs.  Hoyle. 

Our  faithful  census  enumerators  were  out  plowing  through 
the  snow  and  ice  to  gather  all  the  necessary  information  to  compile 
the  List  of  Persons  book.,  which  was  not  printed  in  1971  due  to  the 
austerity  program  initiated  by  the  previous  city  administration. 

This  was  a major  hindrance  for  the  public  and  all  city  agencies  using 
this  reference  book.  In  addition  it  doubled  the  work  required  by 
this  office  as  it  necessitated  the  performing  or  changes  that  would 
have  been  made  in  1971  plus  the  new  changes  for  1972.  We  hired  eight- 
teen  enumerators  at  a cost  of  $4315*00,  which  incident! y is  a savings 
of  $939*20  over  the  previous  year  of  1970  when  they  were  paid  on  an 
hourly  basis. 

Mrs.  Edna  G.  Walton,  a faithful  city  employee,  and  Mrs. 
Jeannine  Santos  were  hired  to  help  Mrs.  Hoyle  in  the  arduous  task 
of  compiling  the  census  work  and  voting  cards  before  the  April  25th 
primary.  Registrations  started  early  in  the  year  and  continued  reg- 
ularly- increasing  in  numbers  as  time  f r election  neared.  The  work 
load  for  March  started  like  a lion  and  continued  at  a ferocious  pace 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  We  started  our  night  registrations 
which  were  the  first  of  the  three  sessions  we  would  have  for  the  year. 

The  incoming  calls  requesting  information  increased  one 
thousand  percent.  This  of  course  limits  the  time  the  office  per- 
sonnel could  give  to  the  primary  election  preparatory  work,  but 
fortunately  we  were  able  to  complete  our  tasks  and  avoid  overtime. 
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There  are  many  people  traveling  during  the  spring  ana 
summer  of  the  year,  and  therefore  many  come  to  the  off  ice” for 
voting  certificates,,  which  serves  as  a proof  of  citizenship* 

Veterans  must  come  to  us  for  cert i fication  of  residence  in  Attle- 
boro before  their  entry  into  the  Armed  Forces  in  order  to  obtain 
their  severance  bonus. 

After  the  census  cards  were  processed,  850  notices  to 
unaccounted  voters  had  to  be  typed,  stamped,  sealed  and  mailed,, 

14,500  plates  and  cards  were  processed  before  the  March  25th 

dead! i ne. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Board  had  to  meet  to  certify  166 
nomination  papers  of  persons  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  April, 

The  179  new  voters  for  the  primary  in  April  required  the 
making  of  voting  cards,  history  cards  and  voting  plates-  these 
to  be  tabbed  and  filed. 

On  April  8th  we  started  card  processing  and  making  the 
new  list  of  persons  plates.  We  mad^  2556  new  teen-age  plates 
and  2663  new  residents  plates  which,  when  combined  with  previous 
residents,  totaled  about  28,000,  and  required  approximately  four 
and  one  half  months  to  complete* 

Mrs,  Hoyle  arranged  with  Mr,  Robert  Coelho,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  for  the  use  of  the  South  Attleboro  Middle 
School  as  a voting  precinct.  The  resource  center  at  this  school 
makes  it  an  ideal  facility  for  the  voting  public,  and  also  elim- 
inates the  need  for  the  transportation  of  booths,  the  stringing 
of  lights,  etc.  The  voting  locations  for  all  other  precincts 
we^e  arranged  with  the  hope  that  they  will  be  convenient  for 
al 1 voters. 

Twenty  five  hundred  post  cards  were  sent  to  the  Ward 
One  voters  to  notify  them  of  the  change  of  voting  place  from 
Lincoln  School  to  the  South  Attleboro  Middle  School,  The  cards 
were  prepared  by  this  office  rather  than  having  them  printed 
thus  saving  this  expense. 

Fifty  books  listing  voters  were  prepared  by  this  office 
for  the  April  primary.  Here  again  our  purpose  was  to  save,  print- 
ing costs.  There  were  165  names  on  the  ballot  in  the  April  primary, 
the  largest  ballot  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  although 
it  created  some  havoc  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  fortunately 
we  were  able  to  control  our  own  situations  with  a minimum  of  trouble. 

For  the  first  time,  the  Public  Works  Department  delivered 
all  materials  to  the  polls-  booths,  lighting,  tables,  chairs  and 
ballot  boxes.  Problems  were  naturally  encountered  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  their  first  encounter 
with  this  problem,  but  matters  were  worked  out:  by  this  office 
before  the  next  primary.

Annual  Report 


On  April  27th  we  started  the  arduous  task  of  checking  the 
voting  lists  and  changing  party  affiliations  where  necessary,  for 
those  who  voted  in  the  April  primary.  To  accomplish  this  we  had  to 
change  approximately  one  thousand  cards  and  one  thousand  plates 
which  required  an  entire  week  to  complete.  This  is  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  city  that  the  Democrats  have  outnumbered  the 
Republ i cans . 

May!  - and  we  were  still  working  on  the  list  of  persons 
plates  and  preparing  for  the  September  primary.  There  was  a steady 
flow  of  absentee  ballot  requests,  many  due  to  the  younger  age  group, 
this  being  the  first  election  for  many  eighteen  year  olds.  These 
applications  had  to  be  checked  to  verify  their  legal  residence  in 
Attleboro.  Two  separate  voting  lists  were  made  for  registered  and 
"non- regi stered"  voters.  Servicemen,  Peace  Corp,  and  Vista  volun- 
teers are  the  only  people  who  can  vote  without  being  registered, 
thus  accounting  for  the  two  lists. 

June  is  the  month  for  jury  quest i onai res , and  300  were  sent 
out  to  be  returned  within  two  weeks.  These  were  processed  and  lists 
made . 


July  was  the  month  to  remember.  We  received  official  notice 
on  the  31st  with  apology  from  the  state  for  being  so  late  in  sending 
us  notification  that  the  ward  and  precinct  lines  had  to  be  realigned. 
We  went  into  Boston  to  pick  up  the  10,351  cards  which  had  to  be  com- 
pleted, approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  voted  by  the  Council  by  August  15th 
There  was  counting  and  drawing  - dissatisfaction  with  lines  by  the 
Council  - more  counting  and  redrawing  - and  then  approval  by  the 
Counc i 1 . 


By  the  end  of  August  the  List  of  Persons  books  were  finally 
completed.  Two  hundred  were  manually  printed  and  assembled  by  this 
office  and  made  available  to  all  city  departments  and  political 
candidates.  A $5.00  charge  for  these  books  is  recommended  as  the 
$3-00  selling  price  does  not  nearly  pay  for  material  and  1 abor 
i nvol ved. 

On  the  first  of  October  we  were  notified  by  the  state  that 
they  were  generally  satisfied  with  our  redistricting  but  requested 
that  Wards  One  and  Four  be  redrawn  to  bring  them  into  closer  balance- 
this  at  our  heaviest  time  of  the  year.  At  this  time  we  registered 
students  at  the  high  school  as  requested  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Councilman  Lai  Her  pick  up  the  cards 
in  Boston  once  again  as  this  had  to  be  done  immediately  in  spite  of  the 
heavy  registration  before  the  final  deadline  on  Saturday,  October  7th, 
a long  day,  8:30  A.M.  to  10:00  P.M.  And  because  of  a new  law,  the 
office  was  also  open  all  day  on  Monday,  the  9th,  a holiday. 

Amidst  the  rush  of  preparations  for  the  November  election,  we 
managed  to  redistrict  Wards  One  and  Four  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
state  and  all  procedures  this  entailed. 
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Due  in  part  to  the  enfranchisement  of  eighteen  year  olds, 
there  was  a very  heavy  application  for  absentee  ballots  for  the 
November  election-  these  to  be  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

They  were  received  up  to  the  deadline  of  12*00  noon  the  day  before 
the  election  with  a total  of  2044  new  voters. 

Post  election  duties  were  then  handled,  and  preparations 
made  for  the  census  canvass,  people  contacted  whom  we  believed 
qualified  to  work  as  census  enumerators,  and  completed  the  task 
of  rearranging  the  28,000  list  of  persons  cards  in  accordance  with 
the  new  realignment  of  the  wards  and  precincts.  We  may  add  in  con- 
clusion that  this  was  no  small  task-  or  mass  confusion  would  have 
reigned  with  the  workers  if  this  had  been  done  incorrectly. 

Suggest i on : 

During  the  past  year  some  of  the  residents  of  the  city 
were  irritated  by  the  fact  that  they  were  imposed  upon  at  three 
consecutive  times  for  what  was  generally  referred  to  as  "the  city 
census."  Our  census  was  taken  as  required,  this  was  immediately 
followed  by  a private  firm  that  compiles  and  sells  a directory,  and 
the  school  census  was  also  taken.  The  private  firm  evidently  depen- 
ded heavily  upon  the  telephone  and  referred  to  their  call  as  "city 
census."  It  is  natural  that  the  residents  assumed  that  it  was  this 
office  calling  again,  and  after  the  school  department  made  their 
calls  this  department  received  a number  of  unwarranted  complaints 
about  our  census  takers. 

We  feel  it  would  eliminate  irritations  if  some  effort 
could  be  made  to  scatter  these  canvassers  with  a longer  period 
between  each  of  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 
1972 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal.  Council 
Gent lemen : 

The  Forestry  Department  respectfully  submits  this  report  for 

1972. 

January  and  February  had  very  cold  weather,  but  very  little 
snow.  Main  streets  were  trimmed  for  low  limbs  and  equipment 
was  repaired.  Fifteen  (15)  trees  were  removed. 

March  was  spent  trimming  both  sides  of  Richardson  Avenue  for 
low  limbs  and  brush.  The  sprayers  were  prepared  and  tested.  No 
spraying  because  of  rain  and  high  winds. 

A pr i 1 was  wet  with  high  winds.  A dormant  spray  was  put  on 
Elm  trees. 

May  was  very  wet.  A shade  tree  spray  program  was  started, 
but  with  wet  weather  it  was  difficult  to  carry  out. 

June  - Spraying  was  continued  (weather  permitting)  and 
street  trees  trimmed. 

July  - Spraying  of  shade  trees  continued  and  the  spraying 
of  roadsides  for  brush  control  was  started. 

August  was  wet  and  spraying  continued  when  possible.  Tree 
trimming  continued. 

September  most  spraying  was  finished  and  tree  removal  started. 

October  - seventy  (70)  trees  were  planted  in  various  parts  of 
the  City.  Tree  removal  continued.  A man  was  hired  to  take  the 
place  of  E.  Carpenter  who  had  gone  to  the  Park  Department 
January  1,  1972,  but  remained  as  Supt . of  Insect  Pest  Control. 

November  tree  trimming  and  tree  removal  continued  and  the  sprayers 
prepared  for  winter. 

December  routine  tree  work  continued  and  all  equipment  winter- 
ized and  repaired.  The  Workshop  was  painted  and  buildings  checked 
for  winter. 

1972  was  the  worst  year  for  spraying  that  I can  remember  in 
the  25  years  I have  worked  for  the  Forestry  Department. 

Money  was  appropriated  for  aerial  spraying,  but  no  one  would 
bid  for  the  work,  because  of  the  controversy  over  spray  material 
used.  Because  of  this  the  Gypsy  Moth  problem  has  increased 
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Report  of  the  Forestry  Department  continued: 

On  December  31,  1972  the  City  Forester,  George  Paul  retired 
after  27  years  of  service  in  the  Forestry  Department.  A re- 
organization of  the  Department  is  planned  for  1973. 

I wish  to  thank  the  other  Departments  in  the  City  for  their 
cooperation  and  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
1972  

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor, and  the 
Municipal  Council: 

Gent lemen : 

BACKGROUND 


The  new  Attleboro  Council  On  Aging,  sworn  into  office  on 
September  15,1971,  held  its  first  business  meeting  on  September 
29,1971.  Since  its  inception  the  Council  has  been  hard  at  work 
trying  to  create  a well-planned  and  far-sighted  agency,  which 
hopefully  will  be  of  maximum  service  to  what  has  been  termed  the 
"First  Generation”  of  Attleboro. 

The  Council  saw  as  its  primary  duty  to  become  an  "Information 
and  Referral  Center"  for  our  Senior  Citizens,  in  terms  of  obtain- 
ing for  them  the  assistance  they  might  require  immediately,  or 
at  least  directing  them  to  the  proper  bureaus  and  agencies.  Event- 
ually it  hopes  to  be  also  a "Service  Agency",  by  providing  them 
with  such  things  as  recreational  and  instructional  facilities, 
transportation  and  nutritional  services,  and  not  the  least  of  all, 
the  companionship  that  can  bring  new  meaning  and  purpose  into  the 
lives  of  many  of  our  lonely  elders. 

In  order  to  be  acompetent  and  well-informed  body,  the  Council  on 
Aging  first  attempted  to  assess  the  various  needs  and  problems  of 
the  Elderly  and  established  certain  priorities.  With  that  in  mind 
the  Council  mailed  4,272  rather  comprehensive  questionnaires  to 
all  persons  of  the  Attleboro  municipality  w'ho  were  60  years  old 
or  more.  The  returns  on  these  questionnaires  trickled  in  over  a 
six  week  period,  and  in  March  of  1972  the  Council  was  able  to  tabu- 
late the  final  results  of  that  survey. 

Discounting  some  12%  which  were  "dead  letter"  by  the  Post  Office 
because  the  addressee  was  either  deceased  or  moved  from  that  address, 
the  Council  was  happy  to  report  a 43%  return  of  all  its  question- 
naires, which  is  considered  excellent  in  surveys  of  this  nature.  Our 
Senior  Citizens  cooperated  very  well  indeed. 

It  would  be  impractical  to  give  a detailed  breakdown  of  every 
single  category  and  question  contained  in  that  survey.  Three  facts, 
however,  emerged  abundantly  clear  from  these  returns:  First , trans- 

portation.  Second , the  need  for  an  "Information  and  Referral  Center”, 
centrally  located  and  easily  accessible.  Third , the  need  for  recrea- 
tional and  instructional  programs  for  seniors.  (This  may  or  may  not 
include  a "Senior  Drop-In-Center".) 
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Report  of  the  Council  On  Aging  continued: 

PRESENT 


On  August  9th, 1972  the  Council  opened  its  office  and  (Mini  Drop-In 
Center)  at  7 North  Main  Street,  Room  223.  This  office  has  helped 
over  800  senior  residents  in  various  ways—lD  Card  Program,  Tax 
Abatements,  help  with  Medicare  forms,  Surplus  Foods  applications, 
and  various  other  inquiries  and  personal  needs.  This  has  all 
been  accomplished  through  the  initial  funding  by  the  city  of 
$6,000.  It  was  originally  planned  that  the  office  help  would  be 
paid  out  of  EEA  fupds,  however,  the  freeze  is  on  and  the  money 
to  pay  for  secretarial  services  has  also  come  out  of  the  initial 
grant . 


FUTURE 


At  its  last  meeting  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Council  out 
lined  three  areas  that  must  be  worked  out  in  1973. 


One  - it  is  understood  that  the  office  must  be  main- 
tained at  least  at  its  present  level.  Funding  tor  this 
to  come  from  city  budget.  Request  - $15,536.00. 

Two  - We  must  begin  a planned  program  of  activities  for 
Attleboro's  "First  Generation".  We  feel  that  a part 
time  program  director  should  be  employed  to  develop  this 
area.  This  is  the  area  for  which  we  are  now  having  the 
most  requests.  $4,000.00  of  seed  money  already  has  been 
awarded  for  this  program  by  the  United  Fund  and  $2,000. 
by  the  Attleboro  Foundation.  Total  cost  for  program 
$6,000.00. 


Third  - Transportation--  this  is  a very  important  area 
and  a special  committee  has  been  set  up  within  the 
council  to  deal  with  this  area  and  all  its  problems. 
$3,500.  of  our  budget  is  required  for  this  very  vital 
program  to  cover  insurance,  gas,  and  operation  of  a 
vehicle  for  one  year.  It  appears  at  this  time  that  the 
vehicle  will  be  donated  by  two  local  business  men.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  SOLICITOR 
1972 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen : 

I entered  into  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  City  Solicitor 
on  May  16,  1972.  There  were  several  trials  in  Superior  Court 
the  following  week.  There  were  approximately  200  cases  during  the 
year,  some  cases  involving  claims  in  excess  of  $100,000.00  for 
land  taking  damages  for  land  taking  by  the  City.  In  addition, 
many  small  claims  were  resolved  without  the  necessity  of  court 
litigation.  In  addition,  considerable  time  was  spent  in  court  con- 
ferences, particularly,  the  Cumberland  Cattle  Case  which  was  re“ 
cently  remanded  from  the  Supreme  Court  for  further  hearing.  Numer- 
ous claims  for  tax  abatements  have  resulted  in  the  City  appearing 
before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  Boston,  approximately  20  cases 
having  been  heard.  There  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  time 
required  both  with  respect  to  court  representation  and  opinions 
relative  to  decisions  rendered  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  year  1973  appears  as  though  the  trend  will  continue  as 
many  motor  vehicle  claims  have  been  instituted  against  the  City. 
Also  there  are  pending  cases  before  the  Supreme  Court,  Superior 
Court,  Appellate  Tax  Board  and  District  Court.

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REPORT  OF'  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
1972 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Councils 


Gentlemen s 


The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examination  and 
approval  its  58th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1972. 

Generally  favorable  health  conditions  prevailed  in  our  community 
during  the  past  year,  and  our  population  ©n  the  whole  enjoyed  a good  state 

of  health. 


The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1972  was  405  (192  males 
and  213  females),  a decrease  of  46  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  th©  total* 

376  were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital  and  29  were  born  in  hospitals  outside  of  the 
city.  Thirty-one  premature  babies  were  born  to  Attleboro  parents.  In  com- 
pliance with  State  law  certain  of  these  infants  prematurely  born  were  referred 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  determine  eligibility  under  Medicaid 
for  payment  of  hospitalization.  Should  a rare  problem  arise  whereby  Medicaid 
standards  are  not  met,  further  consideration  is  given  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  and  upon  approval,  the  Health  Department  makes  payment,  ©n@- 
half  ©f  which  is  reimbursable  by  the  State.  There  were  mo  such  cases  during 
the  past  year  whereby  this  action  was  necessary. 

General  mortality  increased  slightly  in  1972  with  276  deaths  record- 
ed as  compared  with  273  for  the  year  1971,  The  total  included  five  still- 
births and  59  residents  who  died  outside  of  the  City.  Of  the  total,  148  were 
males  and  128  females.  Seventy-five  percent  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  among 
the  over -sixty  age  group,  Oyer  fifty -four  percent  were  persons  70  years  ©f 
age  and  older,  and  twenty-five  percent  lived  beyond  the  age  of  80,  These 
percentages  reflect  the  nation-wide,  long-term  gains  in  longevity  brought 
about  by  advances  in  medicine  and  public  health,  and  the  rise  in  living  stan- 
dards. Major  causes  of  the  deaths  were  namely?  diseases  of  the  heart,  cancer, 
pneumonia,  and  cerebral  diseases.  These  four  leading  causes  totaled  196 
deaths  or  over  71  percent  of  all  deaths  in  our  city.  Nine  accidental  deaths 
occurred  in  1972,  an  increase  of  one  from  the  total  recorded  in  1971.  Six  ©f 
theses  were  auto  accidents  and  three  were  caused  by  fires. 

A total  of  459  communicable  diseases  were  recorded  as  compared  with 
335  the  previous  year.  One  hundred  forty-two  dog  bites  provided  most  of  the 
total.  One  hundred  fifty  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  93  cases  ®£  Measles  pro- 
vided the  next  highest  totals.  Special  measles  clinics  were  held  at  the 
public  and  parochial  schools  to  halt  this  outbreak.  Mumps  (16),  Scarlet 
Fever  (22),  Infectious  Hepatitis  (12)  and  German  Measles  (11)  were  the  next 
highest  in  numbers  reported.  There  were  four  each  of  Strep  ‘Throat  and 
Diarrhea  of  New  Born  and  two  cases  of  Meningitis  reported.  There  was  one  case 
each  ©f  Mononucleosis  and  Salmonella. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported  this 
year  and  no  cases  of  Polio  or  Whooping  Cough. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued  - 

On  February  9th,  the  Department  lost  our  very  able  and  dedicated 
Health  Agent,  Henry  Br@uss@au,  who  died  very  suddenly*  He  was  replaced  by 
Jack  J.  Bush  whe>  was  appointed  Health  Agent  on  April  24,  1972# 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  covering  eating  and  drinking 
establishments,  food  stores,  bakeries,  markets  and  ice  cream  manufacturing 
plants,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes,  overnight  cabins  and  trailers  and 
swimming  pools,  the  Health  Agent  collected  milk  and  water  samples  for 
laboratory  examination* 

Complaints  regarding  housing,  insect  and  rodent  control,  litter 
and  nuisances  in  general  were  investigated,  and  where  public  health  nui- 
sances were  found  to  exist,  they  were  promptly  abated,, 

Air,  Water  and  Noise  Pollution  problems  were  checked  out  and 
compliance  with  the  law  was  ordered  in  all  cases* 

As  in  previous  years  the  predominant  health  activity  ©f  1972  has 
been  our  immunization  clinics  which  were  held  every  six  weeks  throughout 
the  year®  A total  of  1564  injections  were  given  for  polio,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles ,German  measles  and  mumps*  This  total 
includes  858  injections  given  at  the  special  measles  clinics  held  in  the 
schools. 


Our  Health  Nurse  has  been  very  busy  in  a variety  of  health  programs. 
Besides  the  immunization  clinics,  there  is  the  necessary  follow-up  ©n 
tuberculosis,  hearing  and  vision  testing  in  the  three  parochial  schools* 

Home  appraisal  visits  were  made  ©n  certain  premature  infants  and  other 
home  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  communicable  diseases,  crippled  chil- 
dren and  child  health* 

The  Nurse  inspected  and  licensed  one  new  kindergarten  and  six 
existing  kindergartens,  screened  immunization  records  for  these  kindergartens, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  first  grade  new  to  the  System  at  St.  John®;?  and 
St  * Joseph's  schools* 

Biological  and  diagnostic  supplies  are  stored  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  staff  doctors*  Vaccines  and  culture  sets  are  supplied  free 
of  charge  by  the  State  'Laboratories  and  our  health  nurse  keeps  a close 
check  ©n  supply  and  demand* 

Our  Dental  Clinic,  in  addition  t©  routine  service  of  the  annual 
survey  and  classification  of  teeth  of  3404  public  and  parochial  school 
children  of  the  first  five  grades,  looked  after  the  dental  health  of  the 
children  of  these  grades  whose  parents  unable  t©  provide  private  dental 

care  for  them.  Of  a total  of  1198  referrals  of  children  requiring  early 
dental  care,  269  were  accepted  for  treatment  at  the  clinic  for  1972-1973 
school  year*  The  high  number  of  referrals  each  year  indicates  a continuing 
dental  problem,  which  might  best  be  solved  if  our  city  adopted  a safe  and 
effective  method  for  the  prevention  of  dental  caries  through  fluoridation 
of  oar  water  supply* 
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On  April  21,  1972  Robert  J.  Churchill  was  appointed  Inspector  of 
Animals,  replacing  Mr,  Charles  Anderson  who  resigned  July  17,  1971,  During 
the  interim  the  City  was  without  an  inspector  due  to  the  low  salary  offered 
by  the  City, 

There  were  142  dog  bites  reported  requiring  at  least  two  visits  to 
the  premises  to  process  a restraining  order.  There  were  thirty -one  premises 
inspected  and  checked  out  covering  401  animals. 

There  were  275  plumbing  permits  issued  by  our  plumbing  inspector 
with  receipts  of  $2,752.00,  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  for  the 
year  was  769. 

Our  Gas  Inspector  made  164  inspections  during  the  year.  Eighty- 
seven  gas  permits  were  issued  with  receipts  of  $486.00. 

Under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act  we  received  some  help  in  our 
laboratory  for  about  four  months  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  During  the 
summer  months  we  received  help  through  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corp  which  was 
a helper  (high  school  student)  and  also  clerical  assistance  (high  school 
students)  which  helped  us  greatly.  Our  lab  helper  continued  on  part  time 
when  school  started  in  the  fall  and  was  compensated  from  our  regular  Salaries 
and  Wages  Account,  However,  what  this  department  needs  is  a full-time 
assistant  all  year  round  due  to  the  heavy  workload  of  the  Health  Agent. 

The  Department  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  given  by  the  City  Government  as  well  as  the  public  and 
private  welfare  agencies  and  all  others  who  in  any  wan  contributed  to  the 
maintenance  and  promotion  of  a high  standard  of  public  health  protection  in 
Attltiboro, 

In  addition,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  my  entire  staff  for  the 
excellent  work  done  by  each  one.  Without  their  help  and  devotion  to  duty, 
it  would  have  been  impossible  to  carry  out  the  health  measures  required  by 
the  State  Health  Department  as  well  as  those  required  by  our  own  Health 
Department,

The  Police  Station 


- 


The  Attleboro  Police  Station  is  in  an  overcrowded  state*  with 
inadequate  toilet  facilities  and  handwashing  facilities.  When  the  Police  Academy 
is  in  progress  there  is  an  excess  of  60  people  in  the  building  at  any 
one  time  and  only  one  toilet,  one  urinal,  and  two  sinks  to  use. 


Sewage  Treatment  Plant 

The  sewage  treatment  plant  is  now  running  approximately  50  percent 
over  capacity  for  eight  to  twelve  hours  a day.  Numerous  connections  are 
being  made  to  it  and  the  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board  are  approving  new 
apartment  complexes  at  an  astounding  rate,  far  in  excess  of  the  Master  Plan. 
If  something  is  not  done  soon  we  will  have  a major  problem. 

Lead  l,aw  - Effective  January  1,..  3.973 

With  the  advent  of  the  lead  law  to  take  effect  on  January  1,  1973 
and  the  lead  detection  program  to  take  effect  on  the  same  date,  no  paint 
containing  lead  can  be  sold  or  used  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Any 
ad  paint  that  is  found  in  any  house  on  walls,  doors,  stair  risers  or 
treads  will  have  to  be  removed  from  a height  of  four  feet  to  the  floor. 

Our  city  has  numerous  dwelling  units  that  are  old  enough  to  con- 
tain large  amounts  of  lead  paint. 

The  City  was  fortunate  in  having  only  one  reported  case  - a small 
girl  was  the  victim  of  lead  poisoning.  An  inspection  was  made  of  the  house 
and  samples  were  taken  to  the  State  laboratory  in  Boston.  The  paint  had 
a very  high  lead  count.  The  first  floor  only  of  the  house  was  repaired  and 
made  to  conform  to  the  new  law.

One  of  the  biggest  problems  this  year  was  the  outbreak  of  a large 
number  of  measles  (93).  To  try  to  reduce  the  number  of  cases  clinics  were 
held  for  six  days  in  the  Health  Department.  Dr.  Waterman  of  the  State 
Health  Department,  Dr.  Coren,  Mr.  Coelho,  Mrs.  O'Keefe,  Dr.  Girouard  and 
myself  had  a meeting  t©  discuss  the  problem.  It  was  felt  that  through  a 
misunderstanding  by  the  School  Department  of  the  school  law  which  went  into 
effect  in  December,  1967  many  children  were  in  school  who  hadn't  received 
the  measles  vaccine.  Working  with  the  school  nurses  we  held  measles 
clinics  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools.  In  eleven  schools  858  injec- 
tions of  measles  vaccine  were  given. 

Two  patients  were  admitted  t©  Norfolk  County  Hospital  with  tenta- 
tive diagnosis  ©f  TB.  One  was  later  found  to  be  cancer  and  was  transferred 
to  a Boston  hospital.  One  patient  was  discharged  from  the  hospital. 

One  small  factory  had  an  employee  (not  from  Attleboro)  with  active 
TB.  A skin  testing  program  was  done  at  the  factory  and  the  follow-up  was 

carried  ©ut.

Appointments  were  made  and  notices  sent  every  week  ®m  patients  fol- 
lowed  at  the  Attleboro  Chest  Clinic  at  Sturdy  Hospital* 

Because  of  prediction  of  a flu  outbreak  this  year,  two  flu  clinics 
were  held  at  the  High  School  for  the  elderly  and  anyone  with  a,  chronic  chest 
condition*  There  were  1161  shots  given*  Flu  shots  were  also  given  t©  city 

employees. 

Thirty-one  premature  infants  were  born  to  Attleboro  residents* 

Home  visits  and  appraisals  were  made  and,  where  financial  assistance  was 
necessary,  referral  was  made  to  the  Welfare  Department  under  Medicaid* 

Eight  general  immunization  clinics  were  held  and  a total  of  706 
injections  were  administered 

Vision  tests  were  done  at  St*  John’s  and  St*  Joseph’s  Schools  with 
the  necessary  follow-up  done  on  failures. 

The  annual  tuberculosis  skin  testing  program  was  done  on  grades  1, 

5 and  10  in  public  and  parochial  schools.  Proper  follow-up  was  carried  out* 
This  is  a joint  effort  of  Bristol  C©umty  Health  Association,  school  nurses 

and  the  Health  Department. 

Screening  of  immunization  records  of  seven  kindergartens,  first 
grades  and  pupils  new  t®  the  System  at  St*  John’s  and  St.  Joseph’s  was 
accomplished.  Notices  ©n  those  lacking  immunizations  required  by  State 
law  were  sent  to  parents  and  follow-up  of  same  was  dene* 

Immunization  and  Tine  Testing  were  given  through  the  Head  Start 
Program,  working  with  the  School  Nurse* 

One  new  kindergarten  was  licensed  and  opened  through  the  combined 
efforts  of  Chief  Churchill,  State  Safety  Inspector  Hogan  and  myself*  Six 
existing  kindergartens  were  inspected  and  licenses  renewed. 

Biologic  and  diagnostic  supplies  are  stored  at  Sturdy  Hospital  for 
use  ©f  staff  doctors.  These  are  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the  State 
Laboratories  *

The  City  of  Attleboro  Municipal  Contributory  Retirement  Board 
respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  containing  financial 
statements  covering  the  transactions  of  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1972 . 


ADMINISTRATION 

The  system  administered  by  a Board  comprised  of  three  (3) 
members,  namely  the  City  Auditor,  ex-officio,  a member  elected 
by  the  members  from  their  number  for  a term  of  three  years,  and 
a third  member  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  other  two  for  a term 
of  three  years . 

At  present,  the  members  are: 

Russell  A.  Dugas,  Chairman  Term  expires  December  1974 

Earl  P.  Cooper,  Secretary  Term  expires  July  1973 

John  Britto,  City  Auditor  Term  expires  February  1975 

INVESTMENTS  AND  INVESTMENT  EARNINGS 

New  investments  acquired  during  the  year  totaled  $77,250.69 
Net  appreciation  of  securities  per  figures  certified  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Insurance  was  $49,723.22.  This  represents  a net  addition 
to  the  investment  account  of  $126,973.91.  Bank  deposits  include 
a short  term  $150,000.00  certificate  of  deposit  per  advice  of 
the  Investment  Councellor  to  maintain  flexibility  during  the  curr- 
ent unstable  bond  market  period.  Interest  earned  resulted  in  a 
surplus  of  $21,115.38  over  interest  required  to  maintain  the  funds 
of  the  system.  This  amount  was  credited  to  the  Pension  Fund  thus 
reducing  the  appropriation  required  from  the  City.

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Report  of  the  Municipal  Contributory  Retirement  Board  continued: 

During  the  year  1972,  fifty-five  (55)  new  members  were  enrolled 
in  the  system;  twenty-three  (23)  persons  were  retired;  fifty-eight 
(58)  left  the  service  of  the  City  and  withdrew  their  accumulated 
deductions;  three  (3)  active  members  died;  five  (5)  members  died, 
leaving  the  total  active  and  inactive  membership  at  five  hundred 
fifty-six  (556). 


SUMMARY 

This  system  was  organized  under  Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws 
as  amended  by  Chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of  1936  and  became  operative 
on  July  1,  1937.  The  legislature  established  a uniform  retirement 
system  in  1945  by  enacting  Chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of  that  year 
which  became  effective  as  of  Janury  1,  1946.  The  system  is  now 
functioning  under  Sections  1 through  28  of  Chapter  32  of  the  General 
Laws  .
